WASHINGTON, Nov. 26—Unit- 
ed States Senator Stuart Syming- 
ton (Dem.) Missouri, today asked 
for $9,497,000 in federal funds for 
construction of the Saarinen arch 
and other principal buildings in 
the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial in St. Louis. 

In a letter to Maurice H. Stans, 
director of the Bureau of the 
Budget, Symington said this sum 
should be included in the govern- 
ment’s budget for the 1962 fiscal 
year to keep construction on 
schedule. The fiscal year be- 
gins next July 1. 

The schedule anticipates com- 
pletion of the main structures of 
the memorial project on the 
city’s riverfront by 1964, the 
200th anniversary of the found- 
ing St. Louis. 

The total amount needed for 
the 12-month period, Symington 
said in his letter, will be $12,- 
332,667, with the City of St. Louis 
providing $2,835,667 to supple- 
ment the government’s $9,497,- 
000. Of the total amount, $9,994,- 
662 would be spent for erection 
of the 630-foot-high arch. 

Specific Items Listed. 

Specific items planned to be 
started in the next fiscal year 
and sums needed for each one 
were listed by Symington as fol- 
lows: 

Construction work on the two 
principal buildings overlooking 
the levee, one at the north end 
of the memorial area and the 
other at the south end, $449,282. 

Completion of areas around 
the buildings, $117,900. 

Landscaping and other work 
on the memorial site, $559,973. 

Installation of utilities such as 
water mains, sewers, electric 
power facilities and lighting, 
$733,100. 

Construction of archeological 
and historical research and ex- 
hibit facilities, $477,750. 

Would Assure Completion. 

The federal appropriations re- 
quested would assure completion 
by 1964 of all major features of 
the project, Symington said. 

He told Stans that thus far a 
total of $10,157,333 has been made 
available for the _ riverfront 
memorial, including $2,914,333 
provided by the city and rail- 
roads for track relocation, and 
$7,243,000 by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

The National Park Service, at 
the request of Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker of St. Louis, outlined 
its future construction plans and 
determined that the $12,332,667 
sum could be used in the 1962 
fiscal year. St. Louis has ready 
and available its share of this 
total, Symington told Stans. 

If the amount requested of 
the Federal Government is ap- 
propriated, ‘“‘only $510,000 addi- 
tional will be required in sub- 
sequent years to fulfill the total 
federal authorization of $17,250,- 
000’ for the project, Symington 
wrote. 

Contract Need Cited. 

He urged Stans to include the 
$9,497,000 in the next federal 
budget to make certain that con- 
tracts tan be executed in ac- 
cordance with the construction 
time table.

Contract for First Ma- 
jor Work Likely to 
Be Awarded in Two 
Weeks. 


A contract is expected to be 
awarded within the next two 
weeks for the first major demo- 
lition work in the Kosciusko in- 
dustrial redevelopment project 
on the near South Side, a spokes- 
man for the Land Clearance Au- 
thority said yesterday. 

Apparent low bidder last week 
on the demolition job was the 
Watkins Contracting Co., 3149 
Pine street, with a bid of $231,- 
400. It is expected that razing 
will begin within a week after 
the contract is awarded. 

The Watkins proposal covers 
about 371 structures and 93 ac- 
cessory buildings on seven tracts 
of land that comprise about 20 
per cent of the approximately 
221 acres in the project. Razing 
and clearing the entire project 
is expected to take about three 
years, the spokesman said. 

Most of the land in the project 
has been tentatively committed 
to prospective redevelopers, the 
Land Clearance Authority 
spokesman said. These are main- 
ly industrial concerns already in 
the area which wish to expand 
their operations. They include 
lumber firms, packing compa- 
nies and trucking terminals as 
well as certain customers of the 
Manufacturers Railway Co. that 
have expressed an interest in 
locating or expanding existing 
facilities. 

There are 2941 dwellings and 
525 non-residential buildings in 
the project area bounded by 
Seventh, Second, Dorcas and 
Convent streets. All residential 
buildings, 97 per cent of which 
are substandard, are to be razed 
| but many of the industrial and 
/commercial structures are to be 
| rehabilitated. 

The first demolition will occur 
along the east side of Seventh 
from Parke avenue to Dorcas

‘The group, armed with sub- 

chine guns, took over Guar-

south of Managua, and ambushed 
government reinforcements 
afriving from Managua, killing 
l- guardsmen and wounding 
nine others. There were the 
usual rumors that many others 
had been killed and buried 

secretly. 

Gang Helps Out. 

A gang of perhaps 200 mem- 
bers of a pro-Castro youth 
group, knowing something was 
brewing, helped out by seizing 
briefly the central telephone 


station in Jinotepe. By the next 
morning the government had 
regained control. 

The closest thing to evidence 
of Castro’s participation were a 
few red and black flags and 
banners found afterward in the 
military post at Jinotepe. They 
were crudely fashioned and ap- 
peared to have been made 
locally, but there is disagree- 
ment whether by the conserv-

| Ydigoras later suspended the 
newspaper El Imparcial because 
its publisher reported from 
Puerto Barrios that the whole 
incident there was like a comic 
opera and that the rebels could 
have been put down by two 
truckloads of soldiers instead of 
the $1,000,000 air attack. Other 
observers tended to support the 
_ newspaper account. 

Compared to Lebanon. 

In Washington, the State De- 
partment has drawn an analogy 
between the naval and air as- 
sistance here and the landing of 
soldiers and marines in Lebanon 
in 1958. In both cases, it was 
said, friendly governments in 
danger of aggression had asked 
for help from the United States. 

The analogy may have been 
‘more apt than was intended. 
'Lebanon was accusing Egypt's 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of open and direct aggression, 
just as Nicaragua and Guate- 
mala now are accusing Castro. 

But neither Nasser nor Castro 
has been obliging enough to 
furnish evidence to back up 
these claims. In the absence of 
proof, the tendency in Lebanon, 
as in Nicaragua and Guatemala, 
was to say that the aggression 
was self-evident and required 
no proof.

~ INNEW ZEALAND

WELLINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP) 
New Zealand is switching back 
to conservative government after 
three years under Socialist party 
rule. 

A general election today re- 
stored the conservative-minded 
National party to power. The | 
Laborites of Prime Minister Wal- | 
ter Nash, who squeezed out a | 
narrow victory in 1957, were | 
ousted, 


The Nationals took 45 of the 
80 seats in New Zealand’s single- 
house Parliament. The Laborites, 
who held 41 seats in the old 
Parliament, dropped to 35 ac- 
cording to unofficial returns. 


Nash, 78 years old, conceded 
to Keith J. Holyoake, 56-year-old 
farmer who heads the National 
party and is in line to take 
over the Prime Ministry. 

“We will build a nation in the | 
South Pacific,’’ Holyoake said in 
a broadcast to New Zealand’s 
2,400,000 people. | 

Two small parties, Social Cred- 
it and the Communists, repeated 
their 1957 performance by get- 
ting not a single seat. 

Few Changes Likely. 

Absentee ballots could change 
One or two seats at most, still 
leaving the National party. in 
command. 

New Zealand is a Common- | 
wealth of Nations member com- 
posed of two large islands and | 
# group of smaller ones. It! 
belongs to the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization and _ is 
linked with Australia and the 
United States under a 1952 de-| 
fense alliance (the ANZUS. 
treaty). | 

Foreign policy had almost no | 
bearing in the election cam- | 
paigns of the two major parties. 
Both pledged continued close 
bonds with the Commonwealth, 
the United Nations, SEATO and 
ANZUS. The big stress by each 
party was on slightly reduced 
taxes. 

But the National party prom- 
ised, in addition, an end to com- 
pulsory union membership. It | 
promised cheaper housing loans | 
and general reliance on personal 
incentive, free enterprise and 
private ownership. | 

Would Fill Posts Again. | 

Under the Labor party there 
has been no high commissioner | 
for New Zealand in London and | 
no minister in Washington. The | 
National party said it would fill 
those posts again. 

The Labor party here is similar | 
to the Labor party in “peace 
It traces its background 50 years | 

to the Socialist days in the | 
British Isles, origin of many | 
immigrants who settled here. 

New Zealand had 14 years of 
socialism under the Labor party | 
from 1935 to 1949. The National | 
party ruled for the next eight | 
years, up to the last general | 
election in 1957. | 

Labor made glittering prom- | 
ises three years ago but the high | 
cost of implementing them, plus | 
dwindling overseas markets, cost | 
the party much of its appeal. 

The National party leader first 
entered Parliament 28 years ago. 
Holyoake became Prime Minister 

‘for just 11 weeks when he took 
over from retiring Sir Sidney 
Holland before the 1957 election. 

Nash, a veteran politician and 
statesman, emigrated to New 
Zealand from England in 1909. 
He has been active in Socialist 
politics since arriving. His par- 
liamentary tenure spans 31 years. |

The university has been under 
attack by the government. The 
Archbishop is one of the most 


outspoken critics of Communism | 


among the clergy in Cuba. 

The Catholic organizations 
said that they ‘‘cannot disregard 
the seriousness of such attacks’ 
that ‘“‘endanger the very ex- 


istence of an institution of learn- | 


ing at the university level.” 

The circular declared such 
teaching is “unanimously rec- 
ognized by law and practiced by 
people throughout the world, ex- 
cept in countries called socialist 
and dominated by Communist 
totalitarianism.” 

The handbill warned that any 
‘‘ageression perpetrated directly

Evils of Electoral College, 
How They Came About 
And What Might Be Done 


Thomas H. Eliot of Washington U. Favors Abol- 
ishing Electors With Discretionary Power and 
Registering Each State’s Electoral Vote Auto- 
matically for Candidate Who Polls Most Ballots. ’

AT THIS WRITING, Senator Kennedy appears to be fairly sure to 


receive the votes of a majority of the electors chosen Nov. 8, and there- 


fore to become our next President. 


It is still theoretically possible, how- 


ever, that a sufficient number of Southern electors might vote for, say, 


Senator Byrd of Virginia to reduce Kennedy’s electoral vote below 269— 


in other words, to prevent him from obtaining a majority of the electoral 


votes. 


If this should happen, the President would 
be chosen in January by the House of 
Representatives, by balloting in which each 
state would cast one vote. However, the 
voting in the House would not be limited 
to the two leading candidates, Kennedy and 
Nixon. Once again, a few states might vote 
for Byrd. This could prevent either of the 
real contenders from obtaining a majority 
vote—26 states—in the House. So, con- 
ceivably, inauguration day could arrive 
with no new President having qualified. 
At this point, the Senate would choose a 
new Vice President. As it would be limited 
to choosing between the two leading candi- 
dates for that office, Senator Johnson of 
Texas would presumably be selected to act 
as President—at least until the deadlock 
in the House was broken. 


THESE POSSIBILITIES, even though 
they seem far-fetched, illustrate the ex- 
traordinarily complicated way in which, 
under the United States Constitution, the 
President is chosen. To many persons, the 
system seems not only complex but unfair 
and undemocratic. For instance, if Ken- 
nedy got the most popular votes (thouch 
only by three-tenths of 1 per cent) why 
should not he be declared elected? Con- 
versely, if recounts prove that Nixon won 
even a tiny popular majority, why should 
the electors make Kennedy President—as, 
presumably, they will? 


In considering these questions, it is 
mecessary to understand what the pres- 
ent system is, its purpose, and the feasi- 
bility of possible alternatives to it. 


The framers of the Constitution in 1787 
provided for the choice of a President by 
the so-called electoral college, composed 
of electors to be selected in each state in 
whatever fashion might be prescribed by 
the state legislature. The number of elec- 
tors to be chosen in a state is equal to its 
total representation in Congress—the sum 
of its Senators and Representatives. Thus 
Missouri, having two Senators and 11 Rep- 
resentatives, chose 13 electors this year. 
The electors will cast their votes Dec. 19. 
On Jan. 6 their sealed ballots will be 
opened and counted before a joint session 
of the two houses of Congress. 


As there are now 100 Senators and 437 
Representatives, the total number of all 
electors is 537, of which 269 is a bare 
majority. Therefore anyone receiving at 
Jeast 269 electoral votes is elected Presi- 
dent. If no one receives that many, the 
selection of a President is made by the 
House of Representatives, as indicated 
above.” 


THAT IS the bare constitutional frame- 
work. It leaves the method of choosing 
electors up to the states. Every state has 
adopted a uniform method of doing this. 
This is the “general ticket’? method. Each 
party presents a full slate of candidates 
for the position of electors. Thus in Mis- 
souri each state party convention nom- 
inates 13 persons. On election day we vote 
for all 13 candidates—the whole slate of 
one party or another, The slate receiving 
the largest vote is declared elected. Those 
13 electors—ordinarily all Democrats or all 
Republicans—will cast the state’s electoral 
vote. Thus this year, though the Demo- 
cratic slate carried Missouri by a margin 
closer than 51 per cent to 49 per cent, all 
13 votes will be given to the Democratic 
candidates, Kennedy and Johnson. 


However, the electors are bound only 
morally to vote for the candidates of the 
party which nominated them. If an elec- 
tor pledged to Kennedy votes for some- 
body else, he is not going to be put in 
jail. He might, of course, seriously dam- 
age his own reputation for honesty. 


Actually in all our history there are only 
two instances of electors clearly violating 
their pledges. Back in 1820, a New Hamp- 
shire elector, finding that James Monroe 
was the unanimous choice of the rest of 
the electoral college, voted for someone 
else because of his sentimental wish that 
George Washington should remain the only 
President elected unanimously. In 1956, a 
Democratic elector in Alabama who be- 
lieved in “white supremacy” refused to 
vote for Adlai Stevenson, casting his ballot 
instead for an Alabama judge named Jones. 


THIS YEAR, however, several Demo- 
cratic electors in Alabama. and other 
Southern states indicated, even before elec- 
tion day, that they would not feel morally 
bound to vote for Kennedy if they did not 
want to. Furthermore, in Mississippi neither 
the Democratic nor Republican slate got 
the most votes Nov. 8; a plurality was won 
by a third slate, specifically ‘“‘unpledged” 
and so not even morally obligated to vote 
for any particular candidate. 


That is the system and the way it is — 


working today. Why was it devised in the 
first place? Some of the founding fathers 
distrusted direct democracy; they pre- 
ferred that a group of wise statesmen, 
carefully chosen by the state legislatures, 
should select the President. (Today, the 
electors are almost never “wise states- 
man’; they are little-known participants 
in local political organizations.) Others, in- 
cluding James Madison, assumed that the 
electors would be chosen by popular vote 


‘and would do what the voters wanted.

They preferred an electoral college 
system to a direct popular vote for 
President for two reasons. First, they 
were trying to weld a union composed 
of both large states and small] ones, In 
a direct national election, big majorities 
in the large states would always be 
enough to elect a presidential candidate, 
even though the people of the small 
states were unanimously against him. 
Thus the electoral college system was 
needed to protect the small states, or so 
the small states’ delegates believed. 
Second, there was a very practical rea- 
son against choosing the President di- 
rectly by popular vote. If there were 
more than two strong candidates, it 
would be unlikely that any of them 
would win a majority. 


Despite the framers’ views, there is a 
periodic cry that we should get rid of the 
electoral college and elect the President 
ourselves. But who would the winner be? 
To win, would a candidate have to get a 
majority of the total votes? Wilson, in 1912, 
ran far ahead of both Taft and Theodore 
Roosevelt in popular votes, but even so he 
got only 43 per cent of them. Truman beat 
Dewey in 1948 by about 2,000,000 votes, but 
with Wallace and Thurmond also running 
that year, Truman’s popular vote was less 
than 50 per cent of the total. 

Even this year, because of the Mississippi 
vote for an unpledged slate and a few thou- 
sand votes cast for obscure minor party 
nominees, neither Kennedy nor Nixon quite 
reached the 50 per cent mark. 


WOULD IT BE satisfactory just to say 
that the winner is the candidate with the 
most votes? That might encourage the cre- 
ation of a lot of new parties, and might 
result in a President being the choice of 
only a small fraction of the people. 

Should we say that, to win, a candidate 
must receive at least 40 per cent of the 
total? That would be less than satisfactory, 
would stimulate additional parties, and 
might still result in failure to elect anyone. 


What about holding a run-off election 
between the two top contenders when 
neither gets more than half the votes 
cast? That would produce an ultimate 
majority for one of them, Right now, 
however, it would mean another cam- 
paign between Kennedy and Nixon. Would 
anyone relish the prospect of two presi- 
dential campaigns in a single year? 


These difficulties in the way of direct 
popular election appear more serious than 
fears about small states losing to larger 
states. Indeed, Paul Douglas of Illinois has 
presented the opposite argument in the 
Senate. Defending the electoral college, he 
and others have suggested that the present 
system favors states containing yery large 
cities. Thus in 1960, Kennedy got 174 elec- 
toral votes from New York, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan and (apparently) Illinois because 
his margins in New York City, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, Detroit and Chicago were great 
enough to enable him to carry those states. 

Is that fair? Friends of the present sys- 
tem contended that it is, because in so 
many other respects the rural minority is 
favored by the Constitution. Many critics, 
however, find this argument unsatisfactory. 
Two wrongs, they say, do not make a 
right. 


A MORE FEASIBLE alternative to the 
present system has occasionally gained con- 
siderable support. It calls, not for direct 
popular election, but for the nearest thing 
to it: a system whereby each state’s elec- 
toral vote is not cast by electors but is

{n Architect’s Credo for Its Restoration 


James Marston Fitch Examines Plight of ‘the 
Actual Generator of Civilization’ and Calls for 
Planned Action to Reverse Trend to Dissolution.

IN RECENT YEARS a whole literature has appeared on ‘‘the dis- 
appearing city.’’ It argues that the metropolis is ‘‘doomed,” “‘obsolete,”’ 
its disappearance from the stage of history and from beneath our feet 
ineluctable. According to this interpretation the city is destined simply to 
dissolve, distributing its amenities in a thin, even film of suburban 
houses, shopping centers and country day schools across the landscape. 


it is perfectly true that the mecha- 
nization of American life in all its major 
aspects has almost equalized the historic 
disparity between the material conditions 
of urban and rural life. A whole range of 
amenities hitherto the monopoly of the city 
has in the past 50 years been extended 
into the countryside—amenities of which 
the public school, the paved road, the 
ambulance and the power line are merely 
symbols. 

M ization has also made possible the 
decentralization of manufacturing, thereby 
introducing new modes of work and thought 
into the rural hinterland. And these same 
events have, of course, affected the func- 
tion and the form of the metropolis. 


MECHANIZATION makes possible the 
unprecedentedly fluid movement of people 
and goods, and this has meant that many 
of the commercial and industrial activities 
historically concentrated in the central city 
could be moved out of it. With those ac- 
tivities could go the population connected 
with them. 


These shifting populations and proc- 
esses have, especially in recent decades, 
left ugly vacuums and imposed dreadful 
strains upon the physical and social fabric 
of the central city—and the resulting con- 
fusion and squalor have driven further 
sectors of the population out to the 
suburbs, even though their economic and 
cultural focus remained in the central 
city. 

The result of all this has been the 
blurring of the physical and cultural dis- 
tinctions between the city and the country- 
side and the birth of a whole set of 
misconceptions, as well-intentioned as 
they are misinformed, about the city. Not 
only is the countryside now described as 
a more pleasant place in which to live, 
but now, for the first time in Western 
history, it is seriously being argued that 
the city itself is no longer viable. 


This is a. grotesque misreading of the 
city’s historic function. As the etymology 
of the word suggests, the city has always 
been not merely the vessel but the actual 
generator of civilization. It is not at all 
accidental that such words and concepts as 
“civil,” “civilized,” ‘‘citizen,” “urbane,” 
‘“‘urbanity,” cluster around the word and 
concept “‘city.”” Urban experience is their 
point of origin. They represent mankind’s 
distilled experience with the city as a spe- 
cial instrument of social organization. It 
has always been the lodestar of farmer, 
herdsman, hunter, sailor. 


IT OFFERED them steady employment, 
and the food, clothing and shelter that were 
statistically so chancy elsewhere. It offered 
them paved streets, lighted taverns, buzzing 
markets, instead of barnyard mud or storm- 
tossed ocean nights. It promised them 
music, dancing, theater, and spectacle. 
Even more precious, it gave them relative 
safety from war and sanctuary and asylum 
for dissent. But beneath all of these was 
the city’s most splendid gift: a range of 
choice, an entire spectrum of possible lines 
of action. This was the lodestar that pulled 
them, the chance of escape from the rou- 
tine idiocy of life on the farm, the steppe, 
the sea. 

Of course, the advantages which the city 
offered the citizen were a kind of cultural 
superstructure erected upon its basic eco- 
nomic function. As an instrument of pro- 
duction, it was unique—the only conceivable 
habitat of merchant and banker, craftsman 
and artist, because it afforded them three 
conditions, critically important and avail- 
able nowhere else: proximity, predictabil- 
ity, option. The city constituted a common 
reservoir of raw materials and finished 
goods, of manual and intellectual skills, 
upon which everyone engaged in production 
could draw. And its concentration, in both

time and space, meant that any producer 
had immediate proximity to all the goods 
and services upon which he depended as 
well as to those who, in turn, depended 
upon him. Because there was always dupli- 
cation of every type of goods and skill, 
there was always predictability of supply. 
And, finally, because of the above condi- 
tions, the city offered that last essential 
of the market—option, a range of choice 
within a given type or category. 


OUT OF SUCH quantitative relationships 
grew the qualitative phenomena of civiliza- 
tion. And if such a process was true of the 
city of antiquity, how much more character- 
istic it is of the infinitely more complex 
fabric of modern industrial society. 


Such a center represents a unique con- 
centration of cultural forces. Personal, 
face-to-face contact; daily exposure to the 
friction of competitive ideas; continual 
exchange of information and opinion 
within related fields—these are the es- 
sential properties of the center. And this, 
precisely, is why the center cannot be 
decentralized. 


Modern technology may permit the dis- 
persal of this or that phase of production. 
Modern tele-communications may make it 
possible for a single national center to 
control a national industry. But the cre- 
ativity of the urban center will no more 
survive subdivision and dispersion across 
the countryside than would the human 
brain survive a similar distribution across 
the nervous system. 


These are some of the fundamentals ig- 
nored by the literature of the ‘“‘disappear- 
ing city.” There are other considerations 
for those who think that paved roads and 
electric refrigerators are equivalent to ur- 
ban culture. 


IT MAY WELL be that the great metro- 
poli of the world are too large to function 
effectively. It may well be that the future 
will see a planned reduction in their size. 
But this is a far different thing from de- 
claring them ‘‘obsolete’’ and rejoicing in 
their dissolution. 

Yet that is what large and influential 
sectors of American opinion are doing to- 
day. They describe the desiccation of the 
central city (and the paralle] urban sprawl 
which pollutes more of the landscape every 
day) as inevitable. Some of them go much 
further, hailing the process as good. 

Insofar as the future of the city is the 
subject of any responsible thought, that 
thought seems dominated by a kind of mad 
laissez-faire-ism. Subjected to a whole set 
of anarchic and destructive forces, the city 
is expected to prove itself, medieval-style, 
in a trial] by fire and water. If it survives, 
this theory seems to say, well and good; 
if it succumbs, good riddance. 


This preposterous policy of non-inter- 
vention permits the subsidy of all sorts of 
forces hostile to the city’s well-being, yet 
forbids any defensive response. 


This is especially clear in the field of 
transportation,. where the dominant attitude 
is one of macabre non-sequitur. Responsible 
men see nothing improper in the expendi- 
ture of tens of billions of dollars to build 
new highways to bring automobiles into 
the cities, Yet they are. outraged at the 
obvious corollary—that there should be free, 
tax-supported parking garages to receive 
the cars that are thus dumped into the city.

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Dollar and Gold Drain 


| Could Force U.S. to Cut 


Troops in NATO, Korea 


Adverse Balance of Exchange Has Been Serious 
for Three Years, With Little Being Done About 
It—Now Emergency Measures Are Considered a 
Possibility, Including Reducing Foreign Aid.

NOTHING COULD BE MORE humiliating and more harmful to our 
prestige, a State Department official said yesterday, than to go to Ger- 
many, hat in hand, begging for a contribution to help maintain our troops 


in Germany, and to be refused. 


He was referring to the mission to Ger- 
many of Secretary of the Treasury Robert 
B. Anderson and Under Secretary of State 
Douglas Dillon to attempt to get a German 
contribution pf $600,000,000 toward the cost 
of maintaining United States troops in Ger- 
many, thereby avoiding a dollar drain of 
the same amount. 


The mission had been approved by the 
President at Augusta two weeks ago. It 
had not been fully co-ordinated with the 
State Department, where many highly 
placed officials disagreed with the idea. 
The American ambassador to Germany had 
advised twice that there was little possi- 
bility that the Bonn government would or 
could accede to the request. 


SIMILAR EFFORTS by Great Britain 
two years ago were unsuccessful. The mag- 
nitude of the request in terms of Ger- 
many'’s ability to pay does not seem to 
have been realized. Germany's gross na- 
tional product is about $55,000,000,000 an- 
nually, compared with about $500,000,000,- 
000, or nine times more, for the United 
States. The United States request on Ger- 
many, translated into terms of the Ameri- 
can gross national product, would be like 
presenting the United States with a bill for 
$5, 400,000,000. 

Chancellor Konrad Adenauer has no $600,- 
000,000 in funds reserved to him to pass out. 
Since he would have to ask parliament to 
increase taxes to proyide the sum, he could 
make no promises, even if he favored the 
plan, until parliament had acted on it. 


Adenauer faces an election next year 
and there is politics in Germany, just as 
there is here. No politically minded in- 
dividual would have had any hope for 
success of a mission such as Anderson’s. 
Perhaps Anderson had no hope either, 
and may have been laying the ground 
for a withdrawal of some of our forces 
from Europe. 


The adverse balance of payments that is 
of so much concern to the Treasury is 
caused by spending more dollars abroad 
than is repaid by selling our goods or serv- 
ices for dollars or gold from abroad. It is 
like a householder who has a checking ac- 
count and a savings account. If he spends 
more than the income that goes into the 
checking account, he must draw on the 
savings account. 


COMPARABLE to the individual savings 
account, in this sense, is the United States 
stock of gold. If the United States spends 
more abroad than it receives, the adverse 
balance can be paid for only by transfers 
of gold, or dollars that can be converted 
into gold. There need not be a physical 
transfer. The gold can be kept in the United 
States, and most of it is, and dollar bal- 
ances or other short term credits, con- 
vertible to gold, can be maintained here. 


With United States monetary gold below 
18 billion dollars and foreign government 
and individual claims on American gold 
above 19 billions, and an adperse balance 
now running at a rate of more than four 
billions annually, it is apparent that ac- 
tion to reverse the trend is vital and long 
past due. 


Failure to act will ultimately lead to 
a lack of confidence in the dollar and a 
panic withdrawal. The problem has been 
made acute, it is said, because the Ad- 
ministration has delayed already far too 
long. The adverse balance has been rec- 
ognized as a serious problem for three 
years, but the first minor action was 
taken only a year ago and that was to re- 
quire the money borrowed from the mu- 
tual assistance development loan fund to 
be used normally to purchase equipment 
in the United States. Since the develop- 
ment loan fund is just getting started, the 
effect of this action will be small at 
present, although it will increase. 
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The only other positive action ordered so 
far, and this will take a year and one-half 
before its effect is felt, is the President's 
order that American military dependents 
abroad be reduced from 484,000 to 200,000. 
It is estimated that dependents abroad 
spend about $1000 each annually, so this 
action, it is hoped, will affect the adverse 
balance, in time, to an amount of about 
$300,000,000 annually. 


EVEN THIS is expected to prove opti- 
mistic. There are no legal means to pre- 
vent dependents from following their hus- 
bands and fathers overseas, They have the 
same right as anyone else to travel or live 
outside the United States. The difference 
will be that they will pay for their own 
transportation and will not have the use of 
government facilities such as commissaries 
and post exchanges. 


As a result, the unauthorized dependents 
will spend more dollars abroad than they 
would if they had been authorized, since 
they will use dollars for housing rental, 
food and other supplies, instead of using 
quarters, available without cost to the 
Government, that have been built out of 
counterpart funds, or on a guaranteed 
rental basis, and will buy food and other 
necessaries from the local economy instead 
of those supplied in commissaries and post 
exchanges, that are brought from the 
United States. 


Military personnel going abroad without 
their families will have their tour reduced 
from three years to 18 months. They will 
have the right to take a leave of absence 
on this tour. Consequently, where the offi- 
cer and his family going for three years 
make one round trip overseas in three 
years, his two counterparts without de- 
pendents will make four. The transporta- 
tion charges will be heavier, since the 
average number of dependents per family 
is two and a fraction. 


FIGURES provided by the Defense De- 
partment show that the net adverse bal- 
ance of payments caused by defense ex- 
penditures of all kinds, including those of 
the military assistance program and the 
Atomic Energy Commission, amounts to 
about three billion dollars annually. Of this 
amount between $2,100,000,000 and $2,200,- 
000,000 is attributable to the Defense De- 
partment. The net adverse balance of the 
military assistance program is $300,000,000. 

The total of three billions can be divided 
as follows:

Major equipment purchases 135,080,000 
Offshore procurement — — 130,000,000 


NATO infrastructure — — 90,000,000

Expenditures for economic assistance 
abroad contribute to the adverse balance 
between $300,000,000 and $400,000,000 an- 
nually. In congressional hearings in 1960 
the percentage that contributed to the ad- 
verse balance was given as 24 and in 1961 
hearings as 20. 


Tourists expenditures for travel, pur- 
chases and living expenses amount to about 
two billions annually, This is offset partly 
by expenditures from abroad of the same 
kind of $600,000,000, leaving a net adverse 
balance of $1,400,000,000.

FOR THE YEAR ended June 30, 1960, 
the United States had a favorable balance 
of export of goods and services of about 
$1,500,000,000 and there was also a net 
favorable receipt of income from invest- 
ment abroad of more than $2,080,080,000. 


None of the causes of adverse balance is 
easy to change rapidly. Even those within 
the control of the executive department, 
such as restrictions on purchases abroad 
by federal agencies and limitations of the 
number of dependents abroad, can take 
effect.only slowly. 


If it were determined that restrictions 
on the amount of money tourists could 
spend, the flow of private investment 
capital abroad, limitation on remittances 
and pensions sent abroad and other forms 
of outflow, were necessary, these would 
require legislation to provide for cur- 
rency controls, The whole idea of re 
stricting private enterprise and the 
movement of individuals is repulsive. 
However, all Western European nations 
have been forced to these devices at some 
time, and the United States may have 
to do the samie.

Time for Public Ownership 


The article by Gary W. Ferguson 
in last Sunday’s PICTURES on the 
Cleveland owned transit system is 
one of the best I have seen. 


About 1952, a committee appointed 
by Mayor Darst, of which | was a 
member, studied the Cleveland and 
Toronto systems on the scene. We 
were very much impressed with 
their accomplishments at that time. 


It is obvious that they have made 
further progress in the ensuing 
years. Each of them now has a 
partial rapid transit system. Their 
success in operating a transit sys- 
tem under a municipal authority 
sets an example for other cities. 

Some way must be found to con- 
vince our civic leadership and the 
public generally that the solution of 
the mass transportation problem is 
one of the essential elements in the 
success of our metropolitan com- 
plex. 

It is my belief that we should 
start as they did in Cleveland and 
Toronto by establishing municipal 
ownership in an area which we are 
relatively certain will insure the 
financial success of the project. The 
expansion of the system to a gov- 
ernmental agency of wider authoritv 
could be accomplished when experi- 
ence establishes that it can be 
financially successful. 


It is elementary that if we are 
to operate without a subsidy, mu- 
nicipal ownership and control is the 
only method which is financially 
feasible. It is my fear that if we 
attempt to bite off the entire area 
and serve it at one time without 
a subsidy, we are certain to create 
financial chaos and transit failure. 

It has been very discouraging to 
me that certain elements of organ- 
ized labor and the leadership of 
some of our lower economic groups 
have either shown no interest or 
have been somewhat antagonistic to 
the proper development of an age.

Our financial leaders, retailers 
and real estate interests do not 
seem to comprehend the signifi- 
cance of tiansit to the community. 


If we in St. Louis do not act soon, 
we will be the last major city in 
the country to attack this problem 
effectively.

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To Free Missouri’s Governors 


The Governor and State Treasurer shall 
not be eligible for election as their own 
successors. 


This provision of the Missouri Constitution 
is an introduction to executive frustration. 
Every recent Governor has learned that. The 
next Governor, John M. Dalton, ought to move 
to abolish the one-term limit in the interest 
of effective state leadership and freedom of 
choice for the people. 

Under the present Constitution, a referen- 
dum must be held in 1962 on whether to sum- 
mon a constitutional convention. Mr. Dalton 
proposes a study of revision issues. But no 
study is required to demonstrate the need of 
revising the one-term limit. History has dem- 
onstrated the point. 

When Mr. Dalton enters office in January 
for four years, he knows he can be a relative- 
ly strong Governor for only two years. In 
dealing with the first session of the biennial 
Legislature, he will have the prestige of his 
election and the power of appointment and 
patronage with which to influence the legisla- 
tors. In his second two years, however, this 
prestige and power will largely have been 
dissipated, by necessity. Thus a Governor 
faces a second session of the Legislature as a 
lame duck, and his program is often ignored. 


Ironically, a Governor often requires two 
years in office to learn of the state’s defi- 
ciencies and to produce an adequate program. 
Yet just as he has learned what to do, he 
loses the power to do it. Gov. James T. 
Blair has said: 


The first two years the Governor has to 
serve finding out what goes on. In the sec- 
ond two years his appointments are made, his 
patronage is gone and the members of the 
House and Senate are looking ahead to a 
new man, 


The one-term limit restricts the power of | 


the people as much as the power of the Gov- 
ernor. Voters are deprived of freedom to 
continue him in office if his record merits 
another term. As former Gov. Henry 5. Caul- 
field told the 1944 constitutional convention, 
“It seems to me that if a man has been a good 
Governor, the people should be allowed to 
re-elect him.” 

Why does the State Constitution imply this 
dual distrust of Chief Executives and the pub- 
lic? The answer lies deep in history. Most 
of the founding states made their executives 
weak and their legislatures strong. This was 
an outgrowth of the struggle between crown 
and parliament in England, which carried 
over to the colonies. 

~ e ¥ 

In 1821, when Missouri was admitted to 
che Union, ten states restricted their gover- 
nors to one-year terms. Kentucky was the 
first state to follow the federal practice of 
four-year terms. Missouri, which coniained 
many former Kentuckians, modeled its rule 
on that principle, but denied re-election. 

In 1865 Missouri suddenly turned to two- 
year terms under a new Constitution drawn 
up by a radical reconstructionist convention. 
The delegates well remembered that Gov. 
Claiborne Jackson had fled in the Civil War 
with the state treasury. 
about continuing a Governor too long in office. 

Only five Governors served two-year terms. 
By 1875 the vengeful nature of the 1865 Con- 
stitution with its test oaths, plus the corrup- 
tion. of radical rule, had brought Democrats 


They had doubts. 


and moderate Republicans to power. In the 
1875 Constitution, the authors returned to 
the 1820 provision for Governors, though 
with some misgivings. One delegate observed 
that “the great source of public corruption 
is through the executive patronage.” So the 
one-term. limit was retained, but the term 
was extended to four years on the ground 
that “the people want to get rid of the great 
frequency of elections.” 

The present Constitution was approved in 
1945. The 1944 convention focussed attention 
on giving the Governor a “cabinet” by ap- 
pointment of such elective officers as Secre- 
tary of State and State Treasurer. Even that 
effort to boleter the governorship failed, and 
proposals on the one-term limit lost with it.

As recently as 1957 and 1959 the Legisla- 
ture considered bills to present the constitu- 
tional question of limitation to the people. 
But there was so little debate, much less in- 
terest, that the sponsor of one measure said 
he could not understand the opposition. 

The opposition is, indeed, hard to locate. 
Some Republicans have appeared to fear ex- 
tending the terms of Governors who, nowa- 
days, are likely to be Democrats. Some Demo- 
crats want the state’s highest office passed 
around. A rural-dominated Legislature has 
so far shown no desire to enhance the power 
of an executive who is elected state-wide 
and often by urban votes. Would-be machine 
politicians would rather have potentially con- 


trollable Governors than Governors who might 


control them. Even the 1944 convention heard 
the argument that abolishing the one-term 
limit would take control of the governorship 
away from the people, though Ahe exact op- 
posite is true. 

In an: urbanized state today there is little 
excuse for a backwoods political notion that 
should have disappeared with the stagecoach 
and beaver hat. Only 15 states still hold their 
executives to one term, and 12 of them are in 
the South. Seven allow two terms; 28 have 
no restrictions. 

- * * 

To strengthen its Governors, Missouri could 
adopt the cabinet system rejected 15 years 
ago. Certainly the state should provide for 
off-year elections for state officers, to keep 
them off presidential coat-tails. Voters ought 
to be enabled to judge state issues apart from 
national campaigns. 

But nothing would assure the state of 
forceful executive leadership as much as end- 
ing the one-term limit. Even a two-term 
limit would be preferable; it would at least 
allow Governors to govern effectively for 
six of their eight years in office instead of 
two of four years. But the public should be 
trusted to elect a man as it deems wise. 

Missouri needs gubernatorial leadership 
now more than ever. State services have not 
kept up with the demands of a growing vopu- 
lation; state revenues are inadequate. These 
problems are first of all the Governor’s re- 
sponsibility. Unlike the legislators, he is 
elected by all the people of the state, and is 
expected to take a state-wide view. 

Governor-elect Dalton must: provide this 
leadership within the restrictive scope of the 
one-term limit, but he ought to try to free 
future Governors of it. Without waiting 
for another constitutional convention, Mis- 
souri can amend its present Constitution. The 
next Governor ought to find Missourians 
ready for this advance in state government. 


Togetherness Next Year 


The American League has belted the ball 
right out of the park with its proposal for 
inter-league competition. As we have said be- 
fore, this is a great idea! In one whack it 
ought to stimulate interest and revenues. If 
the National League approves, as we hope it 
will, and if the owners then touch all the 
bases, St. Louis fans in 1961 will get their 
first look at the peerless performers of “the 
other” league. Our Cardinals for their part 
will get a chance to fatten up their batting 
averages on American League pitching (or so 
we fondly hope). 

We have only one slight reservation to this 
togetherness on the diamond. Evidently the 
mathematics of schedule-making will require 
that the season be lengthened from 154 to 
166 games, which will destroy the statistical 
foundation on which a sizable portion of 
baseball’s allure is founded. The sport is 
more than a mere athletic contest. conducted 
with bat and ball and glove. Tradition and 
past performances as set down precisely in 
the record book are as much a part of each 
game as the living players on the field. 

If the longer season sets the record-book 
out of kilter, as no doubt it will, 1961 and the 
166-game season will mark the end of an era 
in which Babe Ruth and Ty Cobb and the 
other immortals figuratively peered out of 
the dugout at those who threatened their 
records. 

But with new rivalries and the longer sea- 
son inevitably will come new stars and new 
records. And who is to say No to that pros- 
pect, especially since the National League it- 
self is committed to go to 10 teams and a 162- 
game schedule in 1962? Why hang back now? 

For better or worse, baseball is on the 
verge of the biggest change of its history. All 
we ask is that our Redbirds come home first. 


Orbits for Facts or Targets? 

It becomes more regrettable as the time 
grows shorter that there is not even a skeletal 
form of written code governing space explo- 
ration and satellites. This failure is largely 
due to Soviet Russia’s desire to go it alone. 
Being ahead in space, Moscow sees no reason 
to co-operate. Yet in the long run it is just 


as important to Moscow as to the rest of the’ 


world that outer space be kept a non-belliger- 
ent area. 

After failures to accept invitations to par- 
ticipate with us in space ventures and after 
ignoring United Nations suggestions for co- 
operation, Moscow now shows an even more 
intransigent attitude on space. An article in 
the current issue of the authoritative Soviet 
journal International Affairs asserts that Mos- 
cow “has everything necessary to. paralyze 
military espionage both in the air and in 
outer space.” The article declares that any 
type of satellite which photographs the ground 
or gives warning through infrared or other 
sensory devices of missile sites is simply a 
device for spying and thus gaining what might 
be a decisive military advantage: 

Such a stand makes academic the argument 
as to just how far up sovereignty ends in the 
sky. It indicates that the time may not be 
far off when a Satellite doing weather recon- 
naissance. might be destroyed and thus lead

to complications similar to those of the U-2 
case. The only solution seems to lie in finding 
a- way to convince Moscow that the interests 
of mankind demand that there be no iron cur- 
tains in the sky. Since the Soviets partici- 
pated in the International Geophysical Year 
and in the neutralization of Antarctica, there is 
reason to be hopeful. It should not be too 
hard to prove that the conquest of space can 
be achieved more easily and far quicker with 
the pooling of scientific resources. The time 
for such co-operation is while the satellites 
are orbiting in search of scientific facts—and 
not for targets.

On second thought, we are not going shop- 
ping for a silver porringer and baby spoon. 
Not even for a blue-bordered congratulation- 
card. Surely the Kennedys will be getting 
more baby gifts than they possibly can take 
to the White House, and they will be so busy 
that they ought not to have the added burden 
of acknowledging mailsacks full of cards. n 
matter how well meant. 

What little spare time is granted this presi- 
dential couple should belong to young John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy Jr. Babies need all the 
parental attention they can get; and as quick- 
running year follows quick-running year, it 
will become all too obvious that the claims of 
a nation leave a President and a First Lady 
precious little time for playing with a child. 

Of course,. the two-term amendment will 
make things easier for them about the time 
young Jack reaches the Boy Scout and junior 
baseball age. But grandparents rather ‘han 
parents realize that age is not as far off as it 
seems. 

Meanwhile, all Americans will be parents 
by proxy—and at a distance. All of us will 
happily interested in the White House baby— 
and glad to have him there. Didn’t the re- 
porters tell us that the news. of his birth 
“changed the grim look on the President- 
elect’s face to a happy smile?” That is only 
the first smile we owe the baby. And the 
Smiles will mean much to all of us since they 
will be but the outward sign of that inward 
determination of every father to create for his 
son a world better than his own. So we are 
being selfish—and yet sincere—when we say 


we hope that’s how it will be—and congratu- 
lations.

Another measure of the failure of 
economic development is the gap be- 
tween prosperous and needy countries. 
The so-called “‘have’’ countries, and 
this category must now include the 
Soviet Union, have since the war im- 
proved their positions. 


In sad contrast, the needy and hun- 
gry countries, with low rates of pro- 
ductivity, have inched forward only 
slowly—and in some parts of the world 
have actually lost ground. This condi- 
tion is partly explained .by increases 
in population. In addition, a score of 
newly independent countries compris- 
ing nearly a billion people have had to 
contend with an understandabie wari- 
ness—and even flight--of foreign capi- 
tal, a reluctance of foreign manage- 
ment experts to brave the fires of anti- 
foreign feeling, a loss of markets and 
fiscal stability, a lack of trained people 
in government and in business, 

This ugly fact casts a dark shadow 
over the conscience of mankind in the 
sixties. To narrow this growing chasm 
obviously requires continuing help of 
every kind—financial, technical, man- 
agerial, educational and morai—from 
those who have to those who are 
struggling. 

The principal reason—though not the 
sole one—that has been advanced for 
asking American taxpayers to provide 
technical aid, loans and guarantees 
running into billions of dollars has 
been to stop the spread of Communism 
in under-developed countries. 

The policy of extending economic 
aid in order to buy the allegiance of 
an under-developed country, or to keep 
the Soviets from buying or coercing it,

is not practical. .It has not worked, 
and, I believe, it cannot be made to 
work. 

A wondrous spirit of independence 
and pride has gripped not.only the 
newly born nations but many of the 
older ones as well. That makes a doc- 
trine of commitments to us, explicit 
or implicit, in retutn for our aid quite 
unrealistic and unworkable. These na- 
tions desire aid but they are now in 
no mood to take it on an exclusive 
basis—from either the West or the 
East. 

This approach to foreign aid has 
still another defect. What we buy is 
often not what we instinctively want: 
the friendship and trust of the whole 
people. Too often we find ourselves 
in cozy isolation with the military or 
political or economic top layer that at 
the time happens to be in control of a 
country. 

Finally, and most fundamental, this 
palicy does not work because the phi- 
losophy. behind it betrays the great 
ideals of American tradition—it is out 
of character for us. It has plunged 
us into a moral mess. What can we 
say in defense of an American policy, 
however. disguised with diplomatic 
rhetoric, which from time to time dis- 
plays the representatives of a noble 
nation up to their elbows in the cynical 
international bazaar, there to bargain 
and haggle and make deals by which 
we trade our money or credit or tech- 
nical aid for “‘friendships’’? 


No wonder the rank and file of peo- 
ple are showing. a growing lack of 
conviction concerning the idea of aid 
by this country to the less developed, 
the less productive, the desperately 
needy peoples of the world. No won- 
der sO many Americans are asking: 
‘“‘Why not use that foreign-aid money 
to shore up our missile program, or to 
build the schools we need so badly?’’ 

If our past policy is no longer a 
valid or workable one, judged by re- 
sults, then what is the basis for an

gry, needy, chronically ill and without 
a chance to help themselves. 


I submit that perhaps the most trust- 
worthy guidepost as to why we should 
provide foreign assistance is our con- 
science, as a people, a matter of our 
own sense of values, our own idea of 
what is right and wrong for us as a@ 
people, our own idea of what is a de- 
cent kind of world in which we and 
our children can live. 

An American foreign-aid program 
should be rooted in the most basic of 
our ideals and human sentiments, and 
reflect the most admired of our talents 
—our sensitivity to the aspirations of 
others and our faith in what others 
can do to help themselves if given a 
fair chance, 

What would such a program of as- 
sistance do for us? Would it win us 
friends and allies? It might—but only 
as a priceless by-product. Would it 
make others grateful to us? No, I 
would hope not. 

But there is something it could do— 
for us, and for the world. From such 
a program of aid we could give the 
world a demonstration of the kind of 
people our system of political and 
economic freedom is capable of pro- 
ducing. By our example we would 
provide evidence of the creative power 
released in a human society by our 
practice of freedom of choice. 


We .could provide an example by 
which the rapidly emerging nations of 
the world could weigh and judge the 
virtue of making increasing freedom 
for the individual—with ‘justice for his 
neighbor—the cornerstone of their own 
evolving societies. 


Germans Learn About Nazis

Government had done too little to give 
its people a clear picture and history 
of the tyranny of Nazism. Many a 
survey has shown that German youth 
not only did not have any understand- 
ing of the horrible days of Hitler but 
even looked in part on Hitler as some- 
thing of a hero.

THERE ARE STRONG INDICATIONS that when the Demo- 
cratic Administration takes over the White House next year, 


policies and decisions are going to be made at the very top—by 
President John F. Kennedy himself. 


That is the conclusion of many 
political observers -who have 
listened to the Massachusetts 
Senator’s speeches and watched 
the development of the Kennedy 


administration at this winter 
resort. 
An indication of Kennedy’s 


concept of the presidency is seen 
in a story he told frequently in 
his campaign for the White 
House. It concerned a meeting 
of Abraham Lincoln's wartime 
cabinet, called by the President 
to discuss his proposed emanci- 
pation proclamation. 


The cabinet had been selected 
with care to please many differ- 
ing elements in the country. 
But as Lincoln summoned them 
together on this occasion, this 
is what he said: 


“I have gathered you together 
to hear what I have written 
down. I do not wish your advice 
about the main matter—that I 
have determined for myself.” 


KENNEDY LEFT no doubt 
with his listeners that he would 
determine many things for him- 
self when he assumes the presi- 
dency next January. The times 
require a President who will act 
with the vigor and force of Lin- 
coln; Kennedy told audiences 
from one end of the country to 
the other. 


It became clear this week 
that the administration which 
Kennedy is putting together will 
be fashioned with this thought in 
mind. His staff is being set up 
in a manner that will enable 
Kennedy to be a ‘‘strong”’ Presi- 
dent, hoiding the reins of govern- 
ment tightly in his hands. 

This is the obvious effect of 
the President-elect’s decision, 
reported this week, to reduce 
the size of the top-ranking work- 
ing staff in the White House, to 


eliminate ‘‘at least for the pres- | 


ent” the powerful position of 
“the Assistant to the President” 
and to work in close personal 
contact with the heads of gov- 
ernment departments. In addi- 
tion, the new President's hand 
will be strengthened by his 
avowed intention of gaining 
complete control of the execu- 
tive branch by putting ‘‘his own 


men” into all policy-making 
positions. 
Kennedy let these decisions 


be known through one of his 
principal aids, Clark M. Clifford, 
former St. Louisan who is serv- 
ing as the Democrats’ represent- 
ative in working out plans with 
the Eisenhower Administration 
for the coming government 
changeover. 


THE PICTURE is one of a 
compact organization in direct 
touch with the President. Not 
only the White House staff, but 
the cabinet itself apparently will 
be centered tightly on the Pres- 
idency. Both groups will take 
orders directly from Kennedy. 
The decisions, the initiative, will 
be in his hands. There ap- 
parently will be no policy-mak- 
ing intermediaries acting for 
the President. : 

This concept is far different 
from the so-called staff system 
that has been followed in the 
Eisenhower Administration. Mr. 
Eisenhower has been inclined 
to give great authority for mak- 
ing preliminary decisions to a 
few of his top assistants. 

For example, when Sherman 
Adams held the position of “‘the 


assistant to the President’’ he 
wielded more authority than 
some Presidents did in the past. 
Every major document and re- 
commendation that came _ to 
President Eisenhower was re- 
quired to bear the notation 
“O.K.—S.A.,”"" to indicate it had 
been cleared by his assistant. 
Adams resigned under fire in 
1958, and his successor, Maj. 
Gen. Wilton B. Persons, has 
been less influential. 

The post of secretary to the 
cabinet, created in the Eisen- 
hower Administration, also has 
been important in the staff 
_system. This position, now held 
by Robert Gray, has been re- 
sponsible for outlining matters

'standing of government prob- 
lems, appears to some observers 
to require less preparatory staff 
work than some officials do. He 
frequently seems able to go to 
the heart of a problem and de- 
termine the guiding policy he 
wants to follow. With the prin- 
ciple enunciated, the staff job 
then becomes one of fitting the 
policy to specific situations, of 
putting it in workable form. 


THIS IS NOT to say that Ken- 
nedy will not need expert staff 
work in many fields. Present- 
day government is too complex, 
too enormous for mastery by 
one man. But those who have 
watched the President-elect in 
action are convinced that vir- 
tually every decision he makes 
will bear the unmistakable im- 


print of his own beliefs and 
views.

Review of the Week's Developments

UNITED NATIONS, Nov. 24. 


THE FUTURE of the United Nations in The Congo was in 


jeopardy at the end of this week. 
‘creasingly aware of the extent of the crisis. 


Outward signs of the crisis 
were serious enough. In Leo- 
poldville early in the week, Con- 
golese troops under the com- 
mand of the Belgian - backed 
chief of staff, Col. Joseph Mo- 
butu, attacked United Nations 
troops. Some eight persons were 
killed, more were wounded. 
Among the dead was Mobutu's 
chief deputy, Col. Joseph Koko- 


lo, who led the attack. At Col. 
Kokolo's funeral, Mobutu follow- 
ers carried placards demanding 
the withdrawal of all U.N. forces 
from The Congo. 


In the United Nations, 


mean- 
while, the political basis for 
United Nations action in The 


Congo was badly eroded, it was 
thought. 

The nation on the political 
right—Belgium, until last June 
30 the power in control of The 
Congo—and the nation on the 
extreme political left—the So- 
viet Union — apparently were 
working, but for different rea- 
sons, to discredit the United 
Nations operation in The Congo. 
By the week's end, plans for the 
withdrawal of the U.N. from The 
Congo were under 
sideration, 


THERE WAS some evidence 
today that American diplomats 
were beginning to realize the 
extent of the crisis. It was clear 
to some diplomats, that if the 
United Nations is forced to 
withdraw from The Congo, all 
of Africa may be opened to 
Soviet penetration. 

Whether it was possible to re- 
trieve the situation was doubt- 
the United States having 
yielded to Belgian—and French 
—pressure in the name of the 
NATO partnership. 

United States backing of Bel- 
gium took the form of support- 
ing the candidates for the Congo 
seat in the U.N. named by Pres 
ident Joseph Kasavubu of The 
Congo, without waiting for a 
projected U.N, plan to achieve 
constitutional government in

/up the Latin American delegates, 
using pressure from Washington

United States diplomats as- 
sured other diplomats here that 
once Kasavubu’s candidates

not yet turned out to be the 
case, After several conferences 
with Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold and JaJa Wac- 
huku of Nigeria, chairman of 
the commission, Kasavubu re- 
turned to The Congo with a 
vague promise to consider the 
matter further. 

High U.N. officials, at this 
point, feel that Kasavubu may 
demand the withdrawal of the 
U.N, operation from The Congo. 
Or the U.N. might be forced to 
withdraw by a series of inci- 
dents like this week's shooting. 


U. N. EFFORTS to aid The 
Congo by economic and tech- 
nical means were all but blocked 
by the action of Belgians, sting 
with ministers and high army 
officers in the Kasavubu-Mobutu 
recime. 


The position of Rajeshwar 


‘Dayal, Hammarskjold’s personal 


representative in The Congo, 
was becoming more difficult, as 
was the position of Hammar-- 
His resignation 
has been demanded by the Rus- 
sians. Diplomats here feel that 
Hammarskjold would not wish to 
stay on as secretary general 
until the end of his term, which 
expires in April, 1963, if the 
Congo operation fails.

The Belgian objective in—in 
effect—joining the Russians in 
an attack on the U.N. was clear: 
to regain control of the rich 
Congolese mineral and other re- 
sources. The French motive was 
equally clear: to weaken pos- 
sible U.N. action to put an end 
to the six-year French war on 
Algerian rebels. 

Some diplomats were begin- 
ning to feel that, in pursuit of 
short-range objectives, these na- 
tions were badly crippling the 
U.N. itself, 


MEANWHILE, in Europe, the 
United States was faced with 
serious difficulties with some 
of its NATO allies 


After blowing hot and cold, 
the government of West Ger- 
many refused to help the United 
States in its attempt to halt the 
drain on American gold reserves 
and the weakening of the dollar— 
in the world money market. 

Dr. Ludwig Erhard, West Ger- 
man minister of economy, an- 
nounced that ‘‘we had to say no” 
in answer to a request by Unit- 
ed States Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Robert B. Anderson that 
Bonn contribute $600,000,000 to 
the cost of maintaining Ameri- 
can troops in Germany. 

While Anderson was in Bonn, 
Vice-President-elect Lyndon B. 
Johnson was in Paris, listening 
to President Charles de Gaulle 
repeat his demands for a bigger 
voice in NATO—and for enlarg- 
ing the geography of NATO to 
include French action in Algeria. 


Meanwhile France is _ limiting 
its co-operation with the NATO 
defense svstem 

The United States, in turn. has 
declined European demands that 
the new 20-nation Organization 
for Economic Co-operation and 
Development be formed under a 
charter binding on all members. 
As agreed to in Paris. every 
member of the OECD, composed 
of Western European countries, 
the United States and Canada, 


will be able to veto actions by 
the organization as a whole. 


FROM LATIN AMERICA 
came disquieting news of Latin 
Americans now visiting behind 
the iron curtain, They include 
Cuba’s Ernest Guevaro, presi- 
dent of the national bank, visit- 
ing in Peiping, Red China. From 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, came the

In Washington it was an-

Bolivians a tin smelter. 

In Moscow, world Communist 
leaders were discussing their 
own problems. Pratda, the of- 
ficial newspaper of the Soviet 
Communist party, had this to 
say, among ‘other things: 

“The Soviet Communist party 
has regarded and regards the 
Leninist principle of peaceful 
co-existence of state with dif- 
ferent social systems as_ the 
general line of the U.S.S.R.’s 
foreign policy... .forces (of 
world peace) even now surpass 
the forces of war.” 

Observers thought this meant 
Khrushchev was sticking to his 
line, despite Chinese Communist 
dissent. 

In Japan, there was good 
news for American foreign 
policy. Conservatives, favorable 
to the United States, swept back 
into power in new elections. 
Premier Ikeda was expected to 
increase his strength in the 
House of Representatives.

ANY SERIOUS NOVEL about the 
contemporary South inevitably touches 
upon the race question. ‘To Kill a Mock- 
ingbird” by Harper Lee is no exception 
but its meaning so transcends the imme- 
diate situation that no reader is likely 
to think of it as fictionalized sociology. 
Like most successful works of the imagi- 
nation its characters have a living pres- 
ence and the series of events that lead 
them into a crisis is the logical conse- 
quence of their reactions to the commu- 
nity mores. 


In the Alabama town of Maycomb the 
Finches enjey an undefinable distinction. 
They belong to a “good family” but the 
resultant credit derived from this condi- 
tion is partly offset by the stubborn inde- 
pendence shown by Atticus Finch in all 
circumstances. When Atticus is appointed 
by the court to defend a young Negro 
charged with assaulting a white woman, 
his two children, Jean or Scout and Jem, 
are considerably embarrassed by the 
taunts of their schoolmates. 


They would have taken this trouble in 
their stride if Atticus hadn’t warned them 
against using their fists to punish their 
tormentors. It is not an insult, he tells 
them, to be called a ‘‘nigger lover’’ be- 
cause a lover of humanity must love all 
races. They cannot agree with such 
reasoning but their father’s wisdom has 
been proved so often that they take his 
word for it and practice a heroic self- 
control. 


MEANWHILE, THEY become in- 
volved in a much more fascinating proj- 
ect. Dill Harris, a boy from Mississippi 
who spends his summers in Maycomb, 
urges Jem and Scout to solve the mys- 
tery of the adjacent Radley house. Ac- 
cording to the town legend the Radley 
son has been locked in the house since 
childhood because of a maniacal outbreak 
and the three kids feel compelled to get 
a look at him at least even though they 
quake with terror every time they ap- 
proach the premises.

Atticus Finch Is Wise About 
a Bird That Sings for All 


THE BARE OUTLINE of this novel 
may suggest that ‘‘To Kill a Mockingbird”’ 
has followed a modern stereotype and 
that Atticus Finch has defied the people 
of Maycomb at the risk of his life. Ac- 
tually he risks no reprisals from the town 
except the temporary heckling of a few 
people. His sense of justice, his compas- 
sion for all people—even the ‘‘white 
trash’’—and his abiding commonsense is 
generally conceded. Moreover he is ‘“‘one 
of us.”” He’s an “odd one” or a “‘deep 
one” but a good man to all. 

The tolerance extended to Atticus in- 
cludes his motherless children and their 
friend Dill Harris; and while Jem, Scout 
and Dill @re sharply particularized they 
are also typical of small town children 
who must fill their leisure with invented 
games and projects. In the opening chap- 
ters the somnolent atmosphere of May- 
comb and the adventures of the Finches 
and their friends deserve comparison with 
Tom Sawyer. The nostalgic charm of 
the narrative is further enhanced by in- 
numerable portraits — Auntie Alexandra 
who separates the sheep from the goats 
by examining their “background,” the 
rancorous Mrs. Dubose and her success- 
ful deathbed struggle against the mor- 
phine habit, Calpurnia the colored maid 
who combines an unswerving loyalty to 
the Finches with an unabashed attach- 
ment to her own people. 

ATTICUS FINCH, however, is the 
author’s real triumph. 

“Our father didn’t do anything,” says 
Scout, the story’s narrator. “He worked 
in an office, not in a drug store. Atticus 
did not drive a dump truck for the 
county, he was not the sheriff, work in 
@ garage or do anything that could pos- 
sibly win the admiration of anyone. .. . 
He did not do the things our schoolmate’s 
fathers. did: he never went hunting, he 
did not play poker or fish or drink or 
smoke. He sat in the living room and 
read.”’ 

But the children sense his rare quality, 
as do the townspeople, and they under- 
stand instinctively the‘universal applica- 
tion of his remark that to kill a mocking- 
bird is a sin, for the mockingbird sings 
for everybody and harms no one.

THE YOUNG REBEL IN AMERICAN 
LITERATURE, edited by Carl Bode.

THIS FINE COLLECTION of 
essays on American literature is among 
other things a testimonial to its editor 
and the fine work he recently performed 
as the United States Cultural Attache in 
England. The book contains lectures 
arranged by Dr. Bode at the American 
Embassy in London, lectures which 


played to full houses, with standing room 
only. Two of the essays, David Daiches’s 
on Walt Whitman and Geoffrey Moore’s 
on Sinclair Lewis, were given by British 
critics who have long resided in America; 
the others were by native Americans as 
well known as Carlos Baker (on William 
Faulkner) and Lewis Learly (on H. L. 
Mencken). 


Since they were prepared for delivery 
to an English audience, the essays con- 
tain some fairly oversimple points known 
to most American readers, but in most 
cases the lecturer, after getting the ob- 
vious out of the way, goes on to make 
some fine individual interpretations. There 
is no one better on Thoreau, for example, 
than Dr. Bode himself, and he made the 
most of his opportunity. Dr. Daiches 
has demonstrated before that he is very 
good on Whitman, and on this occcasion 
he didn’t let his audiences down. Even 
if one agrees, however, with R.W.B. 
Lewis’s playing down of John Steinbeck, 
one can wonder why he needed a whole 
lecture for a writer with an overswollen 
reputation which could have been deflated 
in a few sentences. 


Walter Bezanson, on Scott Fitzgerald, 
who plays up ‘‘The Great Gatsby’”’ at the 
expense of ‘“‘Tender Is the Night,’’ spends 
too much time on aspects of the 1920s 
surely known to literate Englishmen, and 
writes the only really inadequate essay 
in the book. Fortunately this is more 
than compensated for by the excellent 
pieces, already mentioned, by Baker, 
Leary, Moore and Daiches, all of which 
contribute toward making this a dynamic 
book on its subject.

Hero for the Birds 


‘Stupendous and Horrifying Tale’ 


THE SWORD DOES NOT JEST: The Heroic Life of King 
Charles XII of Sweden, by Frans G. Bengtsson, Translated 
by Naomi Walford. (St. Martin’s Press, 484 pgs., $10.)

THE SUBTITLE OF THIS BOOK explains not only 
its subject matter but its purpose. The fair-minded author not 
only describes Charles XII as a hero, which he certainly was, 
but also as a man tainted with insanity, as perhaps all heroes 
have been. 


Bengtsson does not make rash statements but is content to 
describe the events of Charles’s life with coolness and detach- 
ment. The reader cannot escape the conclusion, however, that 
if Charles XII had planned from his childhood to do his country 
all possible harm he could not have succeeded more completely 
than by following the course which he chose to follow. 


Like all heroes, Charles had great personal charm, physical 
courage, and a misdirected intelligence. He had strength, grace, 
magnetism, and no capacity whatever for compromise or the 
slightest deviation from his set course. He lived as if under 
compulsion to act out his role in a tragic play to its inevitable 
end and that is exactly what he did. Perhaps fortunately for 
Sweden, he died young, at the age of 36, the victim of an 
assassin’s bullet. | 
, But perhaps one should not be so sure it was the bullet of an 
assassin, since no one was ever arrested or tried for the murder. 
To this day, suspicion lurks at the door of Frederick of Hesse. 
Frederick’s adjutant and private secretary, Captain Andre Sicre, 
was close enough to have committed the foul deed. And Fred- 
erick’s extreme nervousness subsided immediately thereafter! 
No one can say more. 


ERIC LINKLATER, in his introduction to this magnifi- 
cent biography, has characterized Charles XII superbly: 

“His probity was absolute. So far from double-dealing, he 
hardly dealt at all: he had no sense of diplomacy, nor respect 
for it. His courage was legendary, and his mastery of tactics 
was irreverently relived by episodes, or escapades, in which he 
behaved like some resurrected hero from a folk-tale of the 
Volsungs.”’ 


Of course the world gained from the life and exploits of 
Charles XII a stupendous and horrifying tale. But the world 
has a surfeit of these already. What the world needs most is 
an end of heroes. Perhaps stories like this best serve their 
purpose if they show us that heroes ride heedlessly over the lives 
of others, sacrificing everything else to their own compulsions. 


WHILE CHARLES XII wandered over the world not quite 
sO many years as Odysseus, he traveled much farther and had 
‘an even greater number of adventures. His courage, undeviating 
will and high hopes sustained him through the disastrous defeat 
and total destruction of his army at Poltava, his perilous flight 
to Turkey, and his more than five years of sojourn and imprison- 
ment there. Unlike Odysseus, however, he never quite made 
it back to Stockholm and no Penelope awaited him. Charles 
XII remained aloof from women, not because he was a misogy- 
nist, but because for them he had no time. 


Never once did he swerve from his aim of raising another | 


army and moving against his enemies— Norway, Denmark, 
Poland, Russia. The bullet which killed him—not so far from 
home—at Tistedal, Norway, was “the fifth bullet’; aside from 
his four previous bullet wounds, he had numerous accidents 
and narrow escapes. “s 

Total result? Sweden fell to the status of a second-class 
power. The people lived in misery and poverty throughout the 
eighteenth and the first half of the nineteenth centuries.

CHURCHILL, a Pictorial Biography, by Alan Moorehead. (A 
Studio Book, Viking Press, 137 photogravure illustrations, 
143 pgs., $6.50.)

SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL’S eighty-sixth birthday 
is next Wednesday, so let’s take this opportunity to wish him 
“many happy returns.” It is good'to know that his latest 
mishap, like all the preceding ones in his eventful life; is just 
that and nothing more. 

As the publishers acknowledge, there have been many, many 
books, of all sorts, about this man;. in fact, enough to fill a fair 
sized library. What then, a reviewer might ask, does a new 
one have that the others lacked? 

The Alan Moorehead text distinguishes this volume, as it was 
bound to do. The author of that much praised book ‘‘Gallipoli”’ 
has written a remarkably concise biography, which omits noth- 
ing of importance but makes every sentence, practically every 
word, count. He has even succeeded, at least for this reviewer,

Can Tennyson’s be Retrieved? 


TENNYSON, THE GROWTH OF A POET, by Jerome Hamil- 
ton Buckley. (Harvard University Press, 298 pgs, $5.75.)

TENNYSON MAY NEVER RETRIEVE the fame 
and Stature he had while he lived and for some years after. 
His contemporaries revered him less as poet than as poetic 
witch-doctor, trying to exorcise in rhyme the social'and psycho- 
logical ills of a changing society. He was eager to tackle many 
issues—immortality, women’s rights, family and national loyal- 
ty—working hard as a craftsman and student to understand 
and resolve them in fluent verse. The ills remain bvt in di‘ferent 
guise, and-neither “‘The Palace of Art” nor ‘The Idylls of the 
King’’ convinces a modern reader of any essential richness or 
wisdom in its comment on man’s experience. 


Being an important man of letters, however, he continues to 
have his defenders, and Professor Buckley’s volume is an at- 
tempt by a good scholar to lift Tennyson’s fame from the low 
estate to which it has fallen. As in previous studies of the 
poet, he traces the career from a childhood in the lonely, 
spectre-haunted vicarage of Somersby in the Fen country to the 
all-too-ancestral age and burial of England’s acknowledged 
laureate in Westminster Abbey. He touches oh most of the 
poems, going into detailed explanation of ‘“‘In Memoriam” and 
“The Idylls,” finding in the one a mystical insight “universal 
in its implications,” and in the other a “City built to Music.” 

Throughout the discussion, he refers to the personal moods 
around which the “‘message’’ of the poems clustered, and he 
is insistent that Tennyson’s sense of mission and fastidious 
craft entitle him to the rank of a major poet. Apart from one 
lapse into a Jungian interpretation of the female heroines, he 
remains objective in his judgment, paying due heed to Tenny- 
son’s fiery dislike of having the sentiments of his poetry attrib- 
uted to him as a man. 


UNFORTUNATELY IT IS IN THIS admirable exer- 
cise of tact and good will that the analysis and criticism of the 
poetry fall down. The abiding merit of Harold Nicolson’s slight 
mpnograph on Tennyson—a work that Professor Buckley thinks 
“brilliant but biased’’—is its tactless insistence that poetry is 
not an affair of good moral precepts or of a sense of public 
mission and that the bard in Tennyson often clashed with 
the poet. 


Nicolson presented the writer of ‘‘Ulysses,’”’ that song of the 
lure of the quest beyond the sunset and the stars, and of the 
Grail legend as a man more apt to reach poetic heights when 
he looked at a ‘‘vision of sin’? and of darkness than when he 
was exhorting his readers to trust the larger hope. In fact, 
the questions about Tennyson that Mr. Buckley refuses to raise 
are those that a less kindly critic cannot avoid asking. 

Why was the Laureate so fond of a sensuous line and lush 
imagery when the precepts he added to them were essentially 
those of restraint and the condemnation of sense? If the “City 
built to Music” is as noble as Mr. Buckley contends, why do 
even sophomores of good taste prefer the bare language of 
Malory, telling the Arthurian tales, to the sugared lines of 
“The Idylls’? What weakness in Tennyson led him to plead a 
cause eloquently and then surrender it, the cause of “honest 
doubt” in ‘In Memoriam” and that of women’s equal rights in 
“The Princess’? 

What made him so morbidly sensitive to criticism and ready 

to answer it with petulance and a high-toned assertion of his 
own rectitude? Did he really believe that a poetry like his, 
lyrical in essence and the expression of inner mood and tension, 
could be separated from his own mood or his own tension? 
Or was he scared to have his audience know and see him as 
he was? 
THE READER WHO CLINGS to the contrived melodi- 
ousness of “Oenone” and the nostalgia of ‘Tears, idle tears...” 
will enjoy Professor Buckley’s defense of the poet—or at least 
of the poet’s doctrine. ‘Self-knowledge and self-control, the 
splendid virtues that Tennyson the bard approved of, are still 
worth cultivating, though neither the poet in Tennyson, nor, 
I fear. our modern mood believes they can ever be achieved. 
The poems in which we find clear evidence of insight and 
poetic worth crept, however, out of the fear and mistrust of 
a very lonely man

With blackness as a solid wall. 
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in bringing out facets of this amazing man’s career that other |** 


biographers had somehow overlooked, or at least made less 
vivid . 

For instance (page 50): ‘‘His other special interest was in 
the air. In the later days of the (first world) war he developed 
a habit of rising early, completing his work at the Ministry 


(of Munitions) in the morning and then flying over to France ‘eee 


to see how things were going at the front during the afternoon. 


He was back in time to resume work again in England in the ke . 
evening. At the present time this would be eccentric; in 1918 |i: 
it was nearly suicidal. Once his machine caught fire over the Fe4 


Channel; on another occasion it somersaulted at the take-off. 
Then again a little later, when he was piloting himself, the 


guiding stick failed and he crashed a hundred feet onto Croydon L 


aerodrome. He stepped out of the debris and was addressing 
the House of Commons two hours later. 
approaching fifty.” 


THE OTHER NOTABLE FEATURE of the volume 


is the illustrations. The publishers have used unusually heavy bs 


and very fine quality paper for the photogravure illustrations 
as well as for the text, and the result in sharpness of pictorial 
reproduction compares very favorably with another pictorial 


biography of Churchill published two years ago, Geoffrey Bocca’s. ee. 


The remarkable thing is that although Bocca used as many 
as 150 illustrations as compared to Moorehead’s 137, there are 
very few duplications in the two volumes, even though they 
cover exactly the same events. Few men’s lives have been 
better covered by the camera and the cartoonist’s pencil than 
this one’s. 

One unfortunate error has crept in: On page 28 the text de- 
soribes Joseph Chamberlain, whom Churchill was then attacking, 
as “‘one of the chief opponents of his father,” but the underline 
to the accompanying photograph of Chamberlain describes him 
as “friend of both Churchill and his father.” 
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Sculptor in Sand and Concrete 


Constantino

"HE COMPLEMENTARY arts of 
sculpture and architecture, which some- 
how got estranged as buildings got taller, 
sleeker and more impersonal, are begin- 
ning to speak to each other again. 

A good deal of the renewed cordiality 
is owed to Constantino Nivola, a sculptor 
who carves relief designs in wet sand, 
and casts them in concrete. The sand- 
textured slabs thus produced are assem- 
bled as facades that have been . used, 
with striking effect, on several contempo- 
rary American structures. 


The most recent installation was a 
series of about 40 panels, each 50 feet 
high and 17 feet wide, on Chicago’s vast 
new metropolitan exposition building, Mc- 
Cormick Place, which was opened a few 
days ago on the lakefront near Soldiers’ 
Field. 

Nivola’s latest work wags done in St. 

Louis and is to be installed within the 
next few days. It is a sculptured wall 
for the waiting room of the new David P. 
Wohl Jr. Clinic, in the Barnes Hospital 
group. This is an assembly of 11 panels 
in a horizontal composition 22 feet wide 
by 8 feet, 10 inches high, which will 
occupy a space designed for it near the 
reception desk. 
NIVOLA HAS ADVANCED the 
idea that sculpture is most effective in 
architecture when it is included in the 
building plans, along with, for example, 
the plumbing. In this way, sculpture can 
become a part of the physical nature of 
the building, lending vitality to the in- 
terior space and character to the outside 
walls, .and having a sense of belonging 
where it is. 

An important quality of Nivola’s work 
is its adaptation of familiar construction 
materials and working procedures to an 
art form.

modern building,’’ he said, while working 
on the Wohl clinic panels. ‘In the old 
days, cathedral sculptures were carved 
from the same stone that was used in the 
walls, and by the same techniques of 
shaping the block. The sculptured con- 
crete facade is an artistic intervention, 
with the same materials, labor and tech- 
nique that is used in the construction of 
the building, and it is consistent with our 
time.”’ 

NIVOLA’S STUDIO for most proj- 
ects is the open beach near his home at 
East Hampton, L.I. There, he simply 
incloses some of his front-yard sand in 
wood forms, carves his designs in it, 


pours the concrete, and ships the cured 
slabs to the building site, 

For the Wohl Clinic wall, however, it 
was more expedient that he work in St.

adjoining the future lobby, he had forms 
of*2-by-6 timbers laid on the floor, with 
divisions that would make two-foot panels. 
These spaces were partly filled with 
Meramec river sand, tamped and 
smoothed. Over this, in a broad band 
across the mid part of the forms, he 
sprinkled a black mixture of carborun- 
dum, silica and marble dust, then the 
forms were filled to within two inches of 
the top with more sand. The surface was 
carefully scraped level and patted smooth. 

Carving the design is an educated ver- 
sion of playing in the sand. The main 
instrument is a bricklayer’s trowel, with 
which Nivola scooped out depressions and 
defined long contours: smaller tools and 
his own hands were used to cut and shape 
fine details. In the deeper cuts, the car- 
borundum layer was exposed here and 
there; this deposit was intended to adhere 
to the concrete with an effect of graining. 


Nivola’s designs are blocky shapes and 

rhythmically curving contours, derived 
from the rugged landscape of his native 
Sardinia. In some works, he introduces 
symbolic little emblems, but generally the 
reliefs are intended as monumental sur- 
faces that trap sunlight, cast interesting 
shadows and suggest the timelessness of 
basic structures. The Wohl Clinic design, 
in particular, is not intended to be ‘‘read”’ 
so much as contribute to an atmosphere 
of serenity, in keeping with the spacious 
waiting room design of the Murphy and 
Mackey building. 
BECAUSE THE SAND serves as 
a mold for poured concrete, the design 
carved in it is ‘“‘negative.’’ As a guide, 
Nivola prepares a scale model in plaster, 
then casts a negative slab from this. He 
uses the model only for general reference, 
however, and frequently revises the de- 
sign as he goes along. 

The crucial step in his technique is the 
pouring, first, of a thin shell that pre- 
serves fine detail. He keeps this process 
secret, and there only remains the filling 
up of the forms with concrete, poured 
over reinforcing wire. . 

Nivola, who is 49 years old, learned 
masonry as a family trade. In 1930, he 
won a scholarship to the Art Institute 
of Milan, which practiced the freedom of 
the German Bauhaus but had a certain 
aimlessness because nobody had bothered 
to translate the Bauhaus program into 
Italian. Marino Marini, the noted sculp- 
tor and painter, was one of the instruc- 


tors. He was wont to stride through the 
studios with the greeting, ‘‘Coraggio, 
ragazzi!’’ (Courage, boys! ). 


Nivola executed murals for the Olivetti 
Corp. and the Fiat Pavilion at Milan, and 
for the Italian Pavilion at the Paris 
World’s Fair. He came to the United 
States in 1939, and his first one-man show 
in New York attracted the attention of the 
architect, Le Corbusier, who admiringly 
noted that ‘‘only plastic ideas, clearly con- 
ceived, can be written in unstable sand.” 

The first big commission in America 
was the large interior mural for the 
Olivetti store in New York, and the big- 
gest, before Chicago, was a bas relief 
120 feet long and 30 feet high for the 
Mutual Insurance Co. building at Hart- 
ford, Conn. 


Whistler a ‘Premature Modern 


Prophetic Vision Shown in Recent Exhibition of Works

JAMES McNEILL WHISTLER 
was so prégrammatically eccentric in his 
conduct thaf Degas once said to him ‘“‘you 
behave as if you had no talent.’ 

Talent and originality, however, were 
qualities that Whistler had in abundance, 
as the recent exhibition of more than 
100 works at the Knoedler Galleries in 
New York demonstrates. The exhibition 
(organized for the Arts Council of Great 
Britain and Knoedler’s by Andrew Mc- 
Laren Young, curator of Glasgow Uni- 
versity Art Galleries) brought together 
many of Whistler’s major paintings as 
well as prints, drawings and design, sug- 
gesting the full range of Whistler’s artistic 
curiosity and aspiration. : 

The wealth of legend inspired by the 
American-born artist’s capricious public 
life ‘has too often obscured his serjous- 
ness. Like his more sober friends Cour- 
bet, Monet and Mallarme, Whistler strived 
throughout his life to satisfy the high 
demands his talent and intelligence made 
upon his painter’s craft. Far from being 
frivolous, Whistler was an earnest experi- 
mentalist whose imagination proved pro- 
phetic. 

His theories, expressed both verbally 
and in numerous writings, were singu- 
larly modern. When Ruskin wrote irri- 
tably in 1877 that he “never expected to 
hear a coxcomb ask two hundred guineas 
for flinging a pot of paint in the public’s 
face’”’ Whistler brought him to court in a 
famous trial that won Whistler only a 
farthing’s damages. In the course of the 
trial, Whistler. explained that in his un- 
orthodox ‘‘arrangements’”’ and ‘‘nocturnes”’ 
he was not interested in outside incidents, 
but in ‘‘an arrangement of line, form and 
color.” 


IN A LETTER, he elaborated: ‘Art 
should be independent of clap-trap—should 


stand alone and appeal to the artistic - 


sense of eye or ear without confounding 
this with emotions entirely®foreign ta 
ET es 

How Whistler arrived at this advanced 
esthetic position is well documented in 
the exhibition. He began, when he first 


came to Paris in the 1850s, as a partisan > 


of Courbet’s revolutionary realism. His 
early paintings show the sharp illusionis- 
tic modeling, the vigorous palette-knife 
work and emphatic colors typical of 
Courbet. 

But Whistler’s temperament led him 
away from the blunt and mundane. A 
few vears later, settled in London, he 
rejected Courbet categorically, saying 
that he wished he had been a pupil of 
Ingres who would have taught him the 
essence of drawing. And in fact, Whistler 
had a perpetual struggle with drawing. 


? 


His weakness as a draftsman shows up 
in numerous figures left ‘‘unfinished’’— 
particularly hands and feet. 

The excitement over the discovery of 
Japanese prints in his Paris days never 
left him. Studying the linear and flat- 
tened compositions of the Japanese he 
discovered the efficacy of line when com- 
bined with atmospheric ambiguity. 

HIS MATURE STYLE of the 1870s 
can best be evaluated in this show in 
two genres: landscapes, particularly the 
tonal nocturnes depicting the Thames, 


and portraits, or, as he called them, ar- 
rangements. 

Already in the late ‘60s, Whistler had 
begun to paint impressions of water in 
thin, viscous overlays of aquamarine and 
A journey to Chile inspired 


gray tones.

several waterscapes in which the high 
horizons, carefully composed points. of 
light, and non-local colcring presége later 
atmospheric renderings. 

When he returned to London he studied 
the Thames intensively, and began his 
series of nocturnes. The glassy, unearth- 
ly quietness of dusk in Chelsea (‘‘Noc- 
turne in Blue and Green’’) is translated 
with utmost simpiicity—high, barely de- 
fined horizon and great horizontal ex- 
panses of water. Color is kept so near, 
so subtly differentiated that the painting 
verges on abstraction. Although this is 
decidedly an ‘impression,’ Whistler's 
distinction from the French impressioh- 
ists is sharply underlined by his concern 
with compositional structure and abstract 
patterning. 

The fireworks set off by Whistler’s im- 
pression of fireworks—the famous ‘“‘Noc- 


turne in Black and Gold: The Falling

Rocket’’—seems inexplicable to the mod- 
ern viewer. Couldn’t Mr. Ruskin see the ac- 
curacy of Whistler’s impression? Couldn't 
he recognize figures in the misty fore- 
ground, shoreline in the middle ground, 
and the splay of confetti-like lights as 
the rocket explodes? Whistler’s audacity 
in leaving large vague areas and giving 
minimal visual clues in his nocturnes was 
certainly premature (painters today in 
the “informal’’ trend work this way) and 
a sign of his profound curiosity. His 
willingness to explore what he called 
“the ambiguous realm of the undeter- 
mined’’ makes him sound like a painter 
of the 1950s. 

WHISTLER, for all his brilliance in 
posing problems, did not always see them 
through. There are many unrealized pic- 
tures in which the problem is more ob- 
vious than the solution. (He himself de- 
fined a picture as finished “when all 
trace of the means used to bring about 
an end has disappeared.’’) 


But there is one masterpiece, justly 
celebrated, that unequivocally shows 
Whistler’s great talent. It is ‘‘Arrange- 


ment in Gray and Black, No. 2 Thomas 
Carlyle.” ; 

Painted shortly after the famous por- 
trait of his mother, the Carlyle is inten- 
tionally similar in composition. Whistler’s 
early admiration for Velasquez’s simpli- 
fications in full-length portraits is re- 
called, along with principles of linear con- 
struction in Japanese art. 

This ambitious, fully realized painting 

shows Carlyle seated close against a wall. 
Whistler handles the wall as a composi- 
tional element. Vertical and horizontal 
rectangles—the dimmed, framed pictures 
on the wall—are merely compositional 
devices. The broad molding becomes a 
horizontal. bar against which the figure 
is balanced. Whistler’s great respect for 
line (and Ingres) is, brilliantly demon- 
strated in the profile of Carlyle’s head, 
coat, hat ard draped knees. The paint- 
ing is truly an ““‘arrangement” first, a 
portrait after, and successful on both 
levels. 
AFTER THE ’70s, Whistler devoted 
considerable time to intimate works— 
small scale atmospheric landscapes, wat- 
ercolors, etchings and pastels of Venice, 
studies of houses (close to Bonnard and 
Vuillard in. soft color and asymmetrical 
composition) and casual drawings. His 
Venetian etchings and drawings were, for 
bis time, unprecedented in their economy. 
Few artists until very recently have had 
the courage to leave out so much. It is 
perhaps Whistler’s drive toward extreme 
simplicity that is most characteristic, and 
most responsible for his significant place 
in the history of modern art. ;

DAVIS, AGED 28, has won a number of American and 
European piano competitions, including the Franz Liszt, in New 
York last year, and the Casella in Naples, Italy, 1958. Last 
year he made his New York debut at Town Hall and his recent 
concert engagements have included appearances with the Bos- 
ton ‘‘Pops,”’ the R.A.I. Orchestra of Rome and the Festival of 
Two Worlds, at Spoletto, Italy. 

Davis was born in Electra, Texas. He began his piano 
studies at the age of 12, fairly late for a concert artist: . But 
his progress was rapid, and he received first a piano scholarship 
to North Texas State Teachers College and then a Fulbright 
Scholarship, for study in Italy. 

The Friday lecture on the concert will be given by Herbert 
van den Burg, principal violinist of the Orchestra.

MALCOLM FRAGER will make his only concert appear- 
ance of the season here this afternoon, as soloist in two con- 
certos with the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra.

~~ Classical Records 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


IN THESE DAYS the synthetic sleigh bells and 
mechanically reproduced Christmas carols are assaulting our 
ears even before the seersucker suit has been packed away. So 
I may as well say something about Christmas records here 
and now. 

One that I found particularly moving is identified as “A Fes- 
tival of Lessons and Carols as Sung on Christmas Eve, 1958, 
in Kings College Chapel, Cambridge."’ In this ceremonial the 
cheir sings carols and traditional English and Continental songs 
and the music is interrupted from time to time by readings from 
the gospels. It begins with the Processional Hymn by H. J. 
Gamble and ends with “Hark the Heralds Angels Sing."’ The 
singers in this all male choir bring a peculiarly pure, ethereal 
quality to the music and this is helped rather than spoiled by the 
reverberatory properties of the chapel. The sound hangs in the 
air long enough to insure an unusual legato but not so long that 
it blurs the line or distorts the harmonies. 

The director of this famous chapel choir is David Willcox. 
(London, Stereophonic, one record.) 


ANOTHER interesting record originating in England has 
been made by the Choristers of Ely Cathedral (in East Anglia) 
and the Renaissance Singers. Though the music is taken from 
several sources—Old English, the works of Palestrina and Dufay 
etc.—it is chosen to represent the four weeks from the First 
Sunday in Advent to the third day after Christmas Day. The 
only contemporary work in the selection is an organ work by 
Oliver Messiaen. (London, Stereophonic, one record.) 


MALCUZYNSK1, the Polish Pianist gives a heavy-handed 
performance of the F Minor Concerto by his fellow country- 
man Frederic Chopin. He is accompanied by the London Sym- 
phony Orchestra under Walter Susskind. In the opening meas- 
ures the firm, unsentimental phrasing was refreshing but it 
soon became evident that deficient sensibility rather than re- 
straint, was at the heart of the matter. (Angel, Monaural, one 
record, ) 


SVIATOSLAV RICHTER, who has been called the 
greatest of all the Russian pianists, made his first American 
recording on Oct. 17 with the Chicago Orchestra, conducted 
by Erich Leinsdorf. This recording of the Brahms Second 
Concerto is now on the market, and fortunately its acoustical 
quality is commensurate with the enterprise shown by its 
producers. Though a recording can be deceptive in the matter 
of a performer's bigness of a tone it seems evident that Richter's 
reputation is based on his poetic qualities rather than his power. 
The piano’s response to the orchestra's opening measures is 
surprisingly deliberate, but subsequent developments are con- 
sistent. The beautiful phrasing depends on subtle gradations 
of volume and duration designed to communicate an atmosphere 
of meditation. Yet the first movement, and all the others, 
have a sustained continuity. The quality of the tone is always 
rounded, the execution is clean, and the range of dynamics is 
sufficient for all necessary contrasts. Richter’s distinction lies 
in his exceptional control and the subtle way he uses it in 
promoting the lyrical essence of the music. The music is 
tender, brooding and refined in spirit. The playing is highly 
individual, but never eccentric. The cello solo in the slow 
movement has the same spirit as the piano performance. The 
rich, flexible playing of the Chicago Orchestra is an evidence 
of Conductor Leinsdorf's rapport with the soloist. (RCA-Victor, 
Stereophonic, one record.) 
SAMUEL BARBER’S Concerto for Violin and Orchestra 
and his Symphony in One Movement observe the traditional 
ground rules of nineteenth century symphonic writing though 
occasional sections have a touch of modernity. This is not a 
hanging offense. It is a good thing for contemporary composers 
to work in advanced idioms in the hope of establishing a new 
agreement about how music should sound. Barber has made a 
few tries in this field himself; but he is more secure when 
writing in a conservative style. Moreover he is a practised 
craftsman with an exuberant lyrical gift, so what he writes 
makes a strong impression. The recording of the violin con- 
certo by Wolfgang Stavohagen and the Imperial Philharmonic 
symphony Orchestra under William Strickland. discloses an 
expansive romantic feeling contained within a well-constructed

Plants Do 


Good Job of 
Winterizing 

By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

Post-Dispatch Garden Writer. 

At this time of year I often 
feel a pang of sympathy for the 
shivering plants in the garden. 
It doeg seem like a cruel fate to 
condemn them to bitter cold 
weather through the long winter 
months, 

I have often wished, in fact, 
that we had some sort of “‘anti- 
freeze” for plants that would be 
as effective as the ones we pour 
into the radiators of our cars. 
Instead, we must hope that our 
hardy plants will be able to 
winterize their tissues, so they 
gan tolerate freezing weather. 

Fortunately, plants do a bet- 
ter job of preparing for winter 
when gold weather comes as it 
has this year—not too suddenly, 
but after a series of hard frusts. 
Given a@ proper early warning, 
perennials move “‘plant foods’ 
from the leaves and store them 
in fleshy roots. Hardy trees and 
shrubs have proteins and sugars 
from the leaves, too, and store 
these valuable ‘‘supplies’” in 


branches and roots.

Home Buyers 
In Position 
To Bargain 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (UPD— 
With housing starts expected to 
perk up only slightly in 1961, 
home buyers should find them- 
selves in the strongest bargain- 
ing position since World War II. 

‘The post-war period has end- 
ed in 1960," says F. W. Dodge 
Corp. ‘From here on out, a real 
buyers’ market exists.” 

Loan money—that essential in- 
gredient for a home purchase 
which was scarce in sO many 
post-war years—should be in 
good supply. While that is an 
encouraging prospect for fam- 
ilies who plan to purchase, it is 
no longer enough to assure build- 
ers a banner year. 

The industry is worried about 
weakness of demand for new 
houses. Many experts believe 
that the housing shortages of the 
depression and the war have 
been met and that from here on 
out housing must compete with- 
out special advantage for con- 
sumers’ dollars. 

Stressing the importance of 
salesmanship, Housing Econo- 
mist Miles Colean, writing in 
House & Home magazine, said 
“The limiting factor on 1961 
housing starts would be whether 
home-~-builders can cut their costs 
to make better housing easier to 
buy, and how much more livable 
and desirable they can make 
their product to compete with 
values offered by competing in- 
dustries.”’ 

Colean forecast that 1961 
“should see eot less than 1,424.- 
000 housing starts.’’ This was the 
highest of three major forecasts 
out so far. Dodge anticipated a 
“‘modest increase’ over an esti- 
mated 1.3 starts in 1960. The 
Commerce Department predicted 
1,350,000 starts. The median fore- 
cast of 327 economists surveyed 
by Dodge was 1,325,000.

BROOKLYN, N.Y., Nov. 26— 
Running into surprising resis- 
tance from a big, rugged Uni- 
versity of Maryland team, the 
St. Louis U. soccer Billikens 
again came from behind to win 
the N.C.A.A. tournament final, 
3-2.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 26— 
The first time they gave Joe 
Bellino the ball, Army’s John 
Ellerson leaped upon his stern- 
num and spread him like apple 
butter upon the painted mea- 
dow of Philadelphia Stadium. 
The second time, he faked a 
quick-kick, spun to run. to his 
left, and was hit from behind 
by a runaway beer truck 
named Bob McCarthy. On his 
third try he did no better, and 
up in the press box a man 
said, ‘‘Army’ll beat this team.”’ 

Just then Bellino took the 
ball again. He shot through a 
gap near the middle of Army’s 
line, veered to his left on a long 
slant through the secondary, 
and raced 58 yards before 
George Kirschenbauer hauled 
him down on the Army 42- 
yard line. Navy was off and 
rolling in the 6lst engagement 
of its Seventy Years’ War with 
the football paladins of West 
Point. 

The first daring dash by the | 
swift and stumpy marauder 
from the Severn didn’t lead di- | 
rectly to a score, but in one 
stroke it changed the com- 
plexion of the struggle from 
gray to Navy blue.

: As a parent with a child in a county school, I can 
| say that personally I would prefer to have a more 
| definite report than the commentaries we receive. 
3 Having had a Sunday School class for which I occa- 
sionally send home written reports, I know how de- 
ceiving these can be. When putting it in words you’re 
likely to describe a child as “lively” when you would 
have given him an old-fashioned “I’’ (for Impossible) 
in Deportment,

AT OUR SCHOOL we have conferences with the teacher 
and this enables the parent to get a better idea of a child's 
work, although these conversations often get into fringe areas 
such as what is Junior’s [Q really (they never tell you) or is 
that other boy in class a dangerous influence. But the person- 
to-person contact gives you a far better picture than the 
report. 

Grading has long been a controversial subject in educa- 
tion. There is the debate as to whether you grade children by 
national standards or by comparison to others in their class. 
The latter can be rough if it’s a class made up of children of 
superior intelligence (not that anyone is superior in this day 
and age). 

Perhaps the best way to fin out how your child is doing 
in school is to ask the other children. They all seem to know 
no matter how we try to protect them with disguises. One 
teacher told me of her schoolyin which they cleverly divide 
reading groups into Elves, Fairies and Brownies. One small 
boy, asked about his group, replied brightly, “I’m with the 
Brownies.

WHEN CARTOONIST Daniel 
R. Fitzpatrick retired from the 
Post-Dispatch in 1958, he had 
drawn almost 15,000 politicai 
cartoons during his 45 years on 
the paper. Winner of two Pulitzer 
prizes as well as many other 
awards, he was recognized as 
the dean of American cartoon- 
ists. He had been cited by the 
Missouri School of Journalism 
as one of the most forceful car- 
toonists of our times, a citation 
many considered a little cau- 
tious since they believed him to 
be THE most forceful, by sev- 
eral lengths. 

Forty-five years and 15,000 
cartoons is. a long time and a 
lot of viewing of the passing 
scene, Many things happened 
during those years, one of them 
being television, something 
which, when Fitzpatrick started 
away back in 1913, was as re- 
mote from reality as a trip to 
Mars. 

But time plays some queer 
tricks, and it has now brought 
Fitzpatrick and television to- 
gether with most fortunate con- 
sequences for both. The result 
is a series of television pro- 
grams called ‘45 Years With 
Fitzpatrick’”’ which serves not 
only to illustrate for television 
viewers the force and power of 
Fitzpatrick’s work through the 
years, but to give his cartoons 
still another dimension. 

The series of 16 episodes, 
which begins Monday, Dec. 5, 
on KETC, Channel 9, came 
about because a producer at the 
station, Ralph Tangney, felt, 
along with many others, that 
just because Fitzpatrick had re- 
tired, his work should not retire 
with him. Not that it really has, 
of course, for the originals are 
constantly on loan for exhibits 
over the country. 


“But that isn’t the same 
thing,” said Tangney, when I 
had lunch with him and Fitz- 
patrick the other day to talk 
about the new series. ‘‘What 
I wanted to do was recreate the 
greatest of his cartoons for tele- 
vision, and somehow integrate 
them with their time and place 
in history. The question was, 
how ?”’ 

That was almost two years 
ago. Tangney, who didn’t know 
Fitzpatrick, approached him with 
some apprehension. Fitzpatrick 
was amenable. ‘‘So,”” said Tang- 
ney, ‘‘we started kicking it 
around.” 

“Yes,” interjected Fitzpatrick 
with his dour Scottish smile, 
“but I thought it was going to be 
one or maybe two shows. My 
gosh, the thing stretched out to 
16 episodes.”” But both producer 
and star agreed that while it 
turned out to be 10 times the 
job they had anticipated, it was 
an interesting job.

Cartoons Widely Displayed 


Fitzpatrick cartoons have 
been collected by print lovers, 
in St. Louis and elsewhere, 
and have been exhibited a 
number of times in museums. 
A selection was shown at the 
Galleries of Associated Amer- 
ican Artists in New York 
during May 1941, and again 
in April 1946. 


A big Fitzpatrick show of 
war cartoons at the St. Louis 
Art Museum in 1941 was sub- 
sequently taken on tour. A 
permanent collection is on 
view at the State Historical 
Society of Missouri in Colum- 
bia, Mo.; and the University 
of Missouri sponsored a show- 
ing in 1951.

was to find a format. It couldn't 
be just a series of cartoons, 
they agreed, nor could it be all 
on the art of cartooning. ‘‘We 
finally settled on what we call 
‘documentary essays,’ or one 
man’s personal look at the his- 
tory of his times,’’ Tangney said, 


After Fitzpatrick had _ spent 
weeks going through several 
thousand drawings, they were 


separated into different periods 
and different categories. For 
example, there were the dozens 
of cartoons he drew during the 
13 years of Prohibition designed 
to show the evils of the Volstead 
act, the gangsterism it spawned, 
and the disregard for law and 
order which was its heritage. 

“But since I’m neither a his- 
torian nor an actor,’’ Fitzpatrick 
insisted, “‘it was decided to bring 
a second person into each epi- 
sode, someone who could discuss 
and interpret the period which 
the cartoons illuminated.” 

“Then finally,” Tangney ex- 
plained, ‘‘the cast grew to three 
when we added Joseph R. Pas- 
sonneau as host and moderator.” 
Passonneau is dean of the School 
of Architecture at Washington 
University. 

The next step was a pilot film 
called ‘“‘The Mad Years of Hit- 
ler,’ which was sent to the Na- 
tional Educational Radio and 
Television Center in New York. 
“We asked them if they would 


finance the series,’’ Tangney 
said. “They were highly en- 
thusiastic and told us to go 


ahead.” 


“Then they handed me an out- 
line for 16 shows,”’ said Fitzpat- 
rick with a wry grin. ‘‘One thing 
I’ve learned, there’s a vast dif- 
ference between daily journalism 
and show business. I thought 
sweating out a daily cartoon six 
days a week was tough.” 

As it turned out Fitzpatrick 
was not only a historian but an 
actor and a writer as well. In 
addition to indexing thousands of 
cartoons from the year 1919 up 
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Art in Moscow. This was back 
in the 1930s however, when 
the Kremlin allowed its sub- 
jects free access to selected 
contemporary paintings such 
as those of Matisse and Gau- 
guin. The French moderns 
dominated the Museum of 
Western Art. Since then the 
Party has declared against

“bourgeois formalism” and 
Russia—the “Home of the 
Future’’—and its satellites are 
the only countries in the 
world where experimental art 
cannot now be practiced.

A typical program is entitled 
**Prohibition and the Gangster 
Era.”’ It opens with some in- 
teresting and, in retrospect, 
amusing films of Prohibition 
days—the raids, the stills; the 
speakeasies and other scenes 


which will be well remembered , 


by one generation and reveal- 
ing to another. The mood of 
the program is established by 
one of Fitzpatrick’s most fa- 
mous cartoons, a drawing of 
the Statue of Liberty taking a 
nose dive into New York har- 
bor. 


Special guest on this program 
is Joseph D. Lohman, treasurer 
of the State of Illinois, former 
sheriff of Cook county, and a 
noted criminologist and student 
of the Prohibition era. The story 
of how the Volstead act was 
passed on an unsuspecting public 
is explained by Fitzpatrick, a 
man who always considered it 
an infringement of personal lib- 
erty and whose words on the 
subject turn out to be as caustic 
as his cartoons. 

In the discussion which follows 
between Fitzpatrick and Loh- 
man, illustrated by cartoons of 
the period, members of an older 
generation will be reminded of

Gen. Thomas R. Phillips U.S.A, 
(ret.), Post - Dispatch military 
analyst, is an excellent capsule 
summary of the political and 
military issues and events of the 
war. 

With Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois, Fitzpatrick discusses and 
illustrates the subject, ‘“‘Ethics in 
Government."’

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Pinpointing Air Crash Causes 


New Book Tells How Crack Investigators 


Pan American Clipper "Sovereign of the

THE TWO MEN in the cockpit 
of the small plane sat in horri- 
fied silence as the big airliner, 
three miles.ahead and 500 feet 
lower than their craft, suddenly 
nosed over and went into a 
death plunge. 


As experts for the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board’s Bureau of 
Safety, the two had investigat- 
ed many a fatal plane crash— 
now they were watching one hap- 


pen. Death was only a minute 


or two away for 53 persons on 
this bright and sunny May day. 


The Eastern Air Lines trans- 


port was in a straight roaring 
dive. No sign of an attempt to 


pull out. The two CAB men 
watched helplessly. Seconds ‘be- 
fore the end the DC-4 arched over 
so that it was almost on its 
back as it crashed in woods near 
Bainbridge, Md. Flames and 
smoke shot up as the CAB plane 
flew over the site. Other wit- 
nesses on the ground described 
the disaster much as the CAB 
men did: An airliner in straight 
and level flight had gone into a 
4000-foot dive that almost com- 
pleted half an outside loop. 

At once there began what was 
to be one of the most frustrating, 
as well as exhaustive, investiga- 
tions in the history of airliner 
accidents. Every piece and frag- 
ment of the plane that could be 
found was assembled and exam- 
ined. Indications of stresses, 
strains and malfunctions were 
sought at every point. 


Hundreds of hours were spent 
going over maintenance records, 
pilot reports and carrier. com- 
ments on DC-4s. But after this 
seeking, testing, checking and 
double-checking, all concerned 
were baffled—and worried. For 
whatever unknown evil gremlin 
rode the Eastern DC-4 to destruc- 
tion might pop up any day in 
any other DC-4 if no one knew 
what to look for. 


And four months later in 1947 
something did happen to another 
DC-4. It bore a startling simil- 
arity to the Bainbridge accident 
but with the fortunate difference 
that at the last moment the plane 
was saved. 

In command of the American 
Airlines DC-4 was Capt. C. R. 
Sisto with Co-pilot Melvin Logan 
and a DC-3 pilot, John Beck, who 
was obtaining familiarization with 
DC-4 equipment. After leaving 
EI] Paso, Beck took the controls 
and Sisto slid back into the jump 
seat. For no reason then appar- 
ent, the DC-4 began to climb. 


Automatically, Beck rolled 
trim tab forward but the nose 
kept climbing. Mystified, he 
began to return the tab to its 
former position when the DC-4 
plunged violently into a steep 
dive. 

Beck and Sisto, whose safety 
belts had not been fastened, 
were thrown to the top of the 
cockpit, where their bodies 
struck and thus actuated three 
of the four buttons for feather- 
ing the four propellers. With 
three props feathered, the plane 
lost some of its power, en- 
abling Logan, whose belt was 
fastened, to roll the craft from 
its inverted position to level 
flight. The altimeter showed 
the plane was only 350 feet 
from the ground. 


The CAB safety experts, scent- 
ing a trail that might lead them 
to solution of the Bainbridge 
mystery, got busy. But the DC-4 
checked out perfectly and the 
three pilots yielded no clue. It 
looked like another stone. wail. 
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Questioning of the weary pilots 
was intensified. Finally, Capt. 
Sisto provided the answer to the 
El Paso incident but not to the 
Bainbridge disaster. 

Without anyone knowing it, 
Sisto had engaged the gust lock 
in flight after Beck took over. 
This device was for locking the 
rudder in place while the ship 
was on the ground so wind would 
not blow it about. Sisto, appar- 
ently curious over what would 
happen, engaged the gust lock 
and then released it. His ex- 
periment cost him his pilot’s 
license. Logan won commenda- 
tion for a wonderful bit of air- 
manship that saved 54 lives from 
another crash that would have 
had no solution. 


A big question remained un- 
answered: Had the gust lock on 
the Eastern DC-4 somehow be- 
come activated? The American 
DC-4 had begun its dive at 8000 
feet and had recovered only 350 
feet above ground after losing 
power in three engines. The 
Eastern DC-4 had gone into its 
fatal dive at half that altitude 
and remained at full power to 
the end. 


But coincidence and specula- 
tion did not add up to a verdict. 
The CAB opinion held that ‘‘the 
probable cause of this (Bain- 
bridge) accident was a sudden 
loss of control, for reasons un- 
known, resulting in a dive to 
the ground.” 


These two related accounts of 
airliner accidents are among a 
score of crashes and of crashes 
that did not quite happen which 
are described in Robert J. 
Serling’s *‘The Probable Cause” 
just published by Doubleday & 
Co, The author, who is in Wash- 
ington as a reporter for United 
Press International, twice won 
the Best Aviation News Report- 
ing Award in Trans World Air- 
lines annual competition. 


Serling points out that in 
its 21 years the CAB’s Bureau 
of Safety has reached a 
“probable cause” in more than 
$8 per cent of the accidents 
it has investigated. And in 
half of them the investigations 
have léd to some form of cor- 
rective action which has in- 
creased safety in the air.

Bainbridge one, is that of North- 
west Airlines Flight 115 in which 
the co-pilot told over the radio 
of swiftly approaching death for 
the 10 persons aboard. 

It was Jan. 17, 195], and a 
Martin 202 was on its way in 
overcast at 6000 feet from Spo- 
kane to Wenatchee, Wash. At 
12:12 p.m. the co-pilot asked 
Spokane Air Route Traffic Con- 
trol for permission to bypass 
Wenatchee because of poor visi- 
bility there. Spokane was work- 
ing on the request when at 12:13 
there came a sharp, terse mes- 
‘“‘Spokane—one one five— 
in trouble.”’

Right on top of this came a 
blurred message which one of 
the Spokane tower-men took to 


be, ‘Something gone nuts,” and 
another interpreted as ‘Right 
engine haywire.’ (Spectograph 


tests of the tape rcording of the 
cockpit-tower talk later revealed 
the blurred sentence to be: 
“Wheel gone nuts.’’) .The last 
message, only seconds later, 
came with shocking clarity: 
“We're going down fast.’ The 
airliner crashed three miles west 
of Reardon, Wash. 

Even with this audible record 
of the plane’s death throes and 
14 months of investigation the 
CAB could find no plausible ex- 
planation. Despite the reference 
to the wheel, there was no evi- 
dence of mechanical trouble. 

This is a commentary on a 


bill now in Congress to require 
tape recorders in all airliners to 
provide clues in fatal crashes. 
As in the case of Flight 115, the 
crew may not have exact knowl- 
edge of what is causing an emer- 
gency. Furthermore, most emer- 
gencies in flight break so fast 
that the crew has no time to 
report what is happening. 

An example of an accident in 
which a tape recorder, fireproof 
and floatable, might well have 
provided the key to a crash mys- 
tery was the case of Pan Amer- 
ican World. Airways Clipper 
Flight 944, which disappeared 
Nov. 8, 1957. The Boeing Strato- 
cruiser, flying at 10,000 feet and 
halfway from San Francisco to 
Honolulu, made a routine all- 
well report at 5:04 p.m. to a 
Coast Guard ocean station ship 
almost beneath it. Flight 944 
should have made its next re- 
port at 5:34 p.m., but it just 
dropped from sight until Nov. 14. 

Only 105 miles from the Coast 
Guard ship but 90. miles off 
course, wreckage of Flight 944 
and 19 bodies were found by a 
Navy search ship. The small 
amount of floating wreckage re- 
vealed only that there had been 
no fire until the plane struck the 
water. But the bodies gave def- 
inite and valuable evidence. Life 
jackets were on 14 and seven 
wore no shoes, showing that 
there had been a _ recognized 
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emergency and preparations had 
been made to ditch. 

There had been no smashing 
impact with the water, since 
none of the bodies bore the mu- 
tilations common in such crashes. 
The pilot’s body had abrasions 
on the thighs caused by a fast- 
ened seat belt that tightened 
from a rather hard impact. All 
this pointed conclusively to an 
attempted ditching that had 
failed. But what had necessi- 
tated the ditching? And why had 
there been no radio call for 
help? 

The plane iaust have been fly- 
ing in a crippled condition for 
some few minutes, at least, since 
Had 
it been under full control, the 
investigators reasoned, the pilot 
would have attempted to bring 
it down near the Coast Guard 
ship. Only a year before, a sis- 
ter airliner, the Sovereign of the 
Seas, had been ditched with 
complete success near the sta- 
tion ship after a runaway prop 
threatened disaster. Flight 944 
ditched unsuccessfully—and took 
its secret to the bottom. 

Serling makes a plea for more 
funds for the CAB safety men, of 
whom there are only 60. The 
law requires that they investigate 
any aircraft accident in which 
there is a fatality. Aided by Fed- 
era] Aviation Agency inspectors, 
the CAB safety men make a 
thorough check of the wreckage. 
Then such interested parties as 
the airline and manufacturer 
concerned, pilots’ union, flight 
engineers, mechanics, air traf- 
fic controllers and others join in 


under supervision of the CAB 
men. Outside technicians do 
most of the laboratory work. 


The five-member Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board simply accepts the 
evidence and the verdict indi- 
cated by the Bureau of Safety 
experts. 

As airliners become more com- 
plex, so do the investigations of 
their accidents. A jetliner, for 
instance, has an electrical sys- 
tem that would take care of the 
needs of 150 homes of average 
size. Its cables, wires and tubing 
are four times that of its imme- 
diate predecessor, the DC-7. 

Anything that is done to 
strengthen the CAB Bureau of 
Safety, the author makes clear, 
will do just that much more to 
increase the safety of air travel.

Explosion 


Hits Films 
By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Nov. 26. 


I HAVE just come back from 
Hollywood, that citadel of mass 
escapism, a community I love 
and utterly deplore, a nice place 
to visit, but, gee, I’d hate to 
live there, and a city that is at 
the end of its tether. Well, one 
of its tethers. 

The motion picture industry 
as we know it is doomed. Most 
pictures now lose money. Big 
pictures like “‘Spartacus’’ with 
immense casts, glowing notices, 
beautiful girls, and all the other 
appurtenances which have al- 
ways made money in the past 
are going to lose millions. en 
“Ben-Hur,” which was going to 
roll up a massive fortuné, has 
turned soft—as they say—at the 
box office in its second year. 

Some pictures like ‘“‘Psycho”’ 
and “‘The Apartment”’ make for- 
tunes—but there is no clear rule 
to draw from them, no guidance 
for the future. It was thought 
for a moment that, while the av- 
erage picture would lose mon- 
ey, the big picture—that is with 
a cast of four or five stars, $10,- 
000,000 . to spend—would rescue 
the industry. But big pictures 
are losing everyone’s shirt, too. 
Now we are in the middle or 
perhaps close to the end of the 
sexual explosion with multiple 
adultery, perhaps a little incest 
and prostitution mixed in. That 
won’t work much longer either. 
(The Catholic bishops have al- 
ready begun to rumble with dis- 
may but I think mass boredom 
may set in before clerical dis- 
approval has a chance to make 
itself felt, conceivably the first 
time sin lost its audience 
through over-exposure. ) | 


[ think we are seeing a revo- 
lution in entertainment and 
that the movie crowd will find 
out about it last. Now, the 
whole industry, what’s left of it 
in this country, is sitting on its 
hands, waiting for pay televi- 
sion to rescue it from its de- 
plorable habits. But there is 
no evidence that pay television 
is at all imminent, and I great- 
ly doubt that television was in- 
vented simply to rescue Holly- 
wood from its accumulated 
lunacies. But it’s a comforting 
thought and, believe me, 
everyone in Hollywood is think- 
ing it. They don’t call Holly- 
wood the land of dreams for 
nothing. 


OF COURSE, the picture peo- 
ple are now selling escape to 
the shopgirls on television. That 
keeps the cameras. grinding. 
Meanwhile, every movie pro- 
ducer in Hollywood is cheerfully 
willing to push the exhibitor into 
bankruptcy and spur the day of 
pay TV. 

Before we close every picture 
palace in the country, I think we, 
the audience, ought to ask our- 
selves whether we want this to 
happen. Even if pay television 
was to pour forth an endless 
stream of marvelous pictures, 
ballets, and operas (which it al- 
most certainly won't), do we 
want to. sit home and look at it? 
I like movies in theaters. I like 
the big screen. I like the feeling 
of mass participation in an emo- 
tional experience that you get in 
a theater and hardly at all at 
home. I think the avenues of 
choice in the movies are far 
more numerous — though not 
nearly numerous enough— in a 
fairly large city than in a tele- 
vision band, now limited to seven 


channels. I think there may very 


soon come the day when we 
will have to rescue the movie 
theater as we have rescued mu- 
seums and opera houses by 
popular demand and maybe even 
popular subscription. 


The audience still exists in 
America and in Europe. It is 
not sitting home—at least not 
all of it—watching television. 
The American audience is in- 
creasingly a quality audience, 
and it is quite willing to pay 
its money—but not for Kim 
Novak. Today Shelley Ber- 
man can fill a two or three 
thousand-seat auditorium a lot 
easier than John Wayne can 
fill a theater with ‘The 
Alamo”’’—technicolor and all. 
Flanders and Swann, the witty 
Englishmen, did $6000 in a 
single night in Denver. 


SINCE THE WAR, there has 
been a cultural explosion—but 
Hollywood will be the last to 
know. There are now 1142 sym- 
phony orchestras in this country 
—and they pull money away 
from ‘Girl of the Night.’’ There 
are 728 organizations producing 
opera in the United States. 
There are 5000 community the- 
aters and 250,000—count ’em— 
amateur theatrical groups and 
few of them have almost as 
much trouble getting an audi- 
ence as any movie house. Even 
lecturers—I do a bit of that and 
I know—can fill a house more 
reliably than Marilyn Monroe on 
film. 

Hollywood film used to occupy 
the attention of European. pic- 
ture houses 95 per cent of the 
time. No more. Italian and 
French pictures are cutting in 
there and, of course, television 
is causing vast inroads in the 
big European cities. 

But the real root of Holly- 
wood’s troubles is simply the 
fact that people’s tastes have 
changed and diversified and be- 
come much more demanding. 
This is a wonderful thing and its 
full impact has not even begun 
to be comprehended—particu- 
larly in Hollywood.

| JHERE WAS A SHOWER out of the east at noon. It hit 


the big palm trees like so many Easter hats and the golfers 

stood under the pro shop at Key Colony with Howard Hall, 

the most patient golf teacher in Florida. A dark car came 
along.

The sun 
came out and a man with 
fat blue jowls got out of 
the car. 

It was Richard Nixon, 
who holds the office of 
Almost President of the 
United States. He grinned 
at the sky and said: ‘“‘It’s 
going to stop.”

He said hello to Jack Ko- 
foed and to me, and, for 
a moment, we swapped 
trivia. He looks decep- 
tively short. He is solid 
and has a flat belt line. 
He said he felt good. 

I reminded him that, on 

the day he was nominated 
in Chicago we had spent 
every moment of it to- 
gether until he went back 
to the Blackstone Hotel to watch the convention show on tele- 
vision. Mr. Nixon does not need to be reminded of anything. 
He has a mental file cabinet and he can yank anything out of 
it at will. 

“That was the night you made a prediction based on an 
election in Minnesota,” I said. 

“‘No,”’ he said.. “It was North Dakota. What I said was 
that we had recently lost an election in that state by one vote 
per precinct. Just one. It made me shudder because, as I 
told you that night, the presidential election could be lost the 
Same way.” 

“Yes,” I said. “It was North Dakota. You also told me 
that night that you felt you were starting off second in the 
race against Kennedy.” 

He leaned on a wood driver and la. zhed. ‘‘You didn’t be- 
lieve me,” he said.

‘eteran Cardinal Star Musial Has Interest in 


Five St. Louis Enterprises and Many 


Ideas for More to Come 


THE PROSPEROUS BUSI- 
NESS of being Stan Musial is a 
full-time production in handshak- 
ing, analyzing propositions, mak- 
ing investments, and swinging a 
baseball bat with diminishing 
returns. 


Many years ago the business 
of being Musial didn’t amount to 
anything without the then highly 
productive baseball bat. Now it 
really wouldn’t matter if he 
thanked the bat for past favors 
and used it as a stage prop. 


Musial is at the stepping-off 
point. The other day he was 40 
years old and a doubly unusual 
man for his age. He is un- 
usually old to be a major league 
baseball player; he is unusually 
young to be so successful a 
business man. 


When Musial goes to spring 
training in March he will be 
starting his twentieth season 
with the Cardinals, the most 
durable and outstanding asset 
the baseball team ever had. He 
has been publicity’s darling as a 
great hitter but he hasn’t caused 
much excitement with his quiet 
growth as a civic asset in busi- 
ness. Generally, it is understood 
that Musial does well in side- 
lines. Baseball fans, generous 
souls pleased to know a $100,000- 
a-season hitter doesn’t go beg- 
ging between seasons, rejoice 
vaguely at their hero's year- 
round blessings. 


Actually, Musial does not have 
sidelines. For the past 12 years 
he has been building substantial 
businesses in St. Louis. When 
he retires as a St. Louis base- 
ball player he will be right 
where he has aimed for since 
1948, comfortably at home in the 
local business community. Mu- 
sial the young tycoon is just a 
distant relative of Musial, the 
old baseball player. 


Musial the young tycoon is 
a mature, conservative opera- 
tor with five going enterprises 
and ideas for more to come. 
He is a partner in one rich 
restaurant and another is 
being built. He is @ partner 
in a bowling alley. He is a 
director of the Brentwood 
Bank. He is associated with 
the City Bank of St. Louis. 
He has profited in real estate. 


He sat in a back room of his 
restaurant, ‘Stan Musial and 
Biggie’s,” on Chippewa (High- 
way 66) one recent day. On the 
street, the weather was miser- 
able. In his back room, the 
atmosphere was soft-lighted suc- 
cess, money at work, tasteful 
and muted. The marvelous 
athlete looked like ‘a specimen, 
somewhat better than average 
but not overdone, of the modern 
school of trim executive. He 
carried out the role to the point 
of chain-smoking cigarettes and 
that surprised a man who knew 
Musial when he considered nico- 
tine the curse of athletes. 


“I didn’t start smoking until 
I was 35, 36,” Musial said. “A 
year ago, I quit. Yesterday I 
took it up again and you see 
what I’m doing, smoking with 
both hands. Well, when I go to 
spring training that will stop. 
I’m one of those guys who can 
quit.” 

Looking at him, a weak man 
also smoking with both hands 
enviously could believe Musial. 
The Man can quit smoking at 
will. When he was a youth 
Musial did tumbling, the old- 
country turnverein exercises, to 
gain body control. Nobody ex- 
cept Musial ever has been able 
to claim control of Musial. 


He put out one cigarette, lit 
another, and considered the 
question of how he got started 
in business. He decided that 
*‘casual’’ was the word for it. 


“In '48, my wife and I decided 
to make our home here. I think 
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Relaxing, Musial plays pocket billiards in his home.

I always 
was worried about my baseball 
career, about getting hurt, and 
| wanted a business to fall back 
on. 


“T decided to go into some 
kind of business in St. Louis. | 
didn’t know what. I almost de- 
cided on the insurance business. 
At the same time I was doing 
a little duck-hunting with Biggie 
and eating in here. He had good 
steaks and salads. He knew I 
was looking around and one day 
he said, ‘How'd you like to go 
in with me?’ Just that casual. 
I said I thought I'd like it. I 
looked over his books and we be- 
came partners.” 


Ledgers were no mystery to 
Musial at the most tender age 
of his business experience. Ac- 
counting was his favorite sub- 
ject in school. His fondness 
for it increased immensely in 
the restaurant business. 


“In the first seven years 
Biggie and I were partners, the 
business went up $100,000 a year, 
every year,’’ Musial said. ‘‘We’re 
both conservatives, we don’t like 
to go out on a limb, but we've 
got the same ideas, a lot. For 
instance, we change the decor 
every three years or so. We al- 
ways keep a baseball atmos- 
phere, some of my trophies in 
front, but we change in the main 
room. I didn’t like the job we 
had just before this one. It was 
a little too effete for a steak 
house.” 


Twelve, or 15, years ago, ‘‘ef- 
fete’’ wasn't in Musial’s vocabu- 
lary. “‘Decor’”’ probably wasn’t, 
either, although he has been a 
student of good eating places 
ever since he came to the major 
leagues. Musial and Red Schoen- 
dienst, during their long years 
as roommates on Cardinal trips, 
were the National League’s au- 
thorities on ‘good eating places 
in the league’s seven other cities. 
Schoendienst may merely have 
been hungry. Musial was mak- 
ing plans. He still is. 


Plan-making does not come 
slowly to Musial. He is not a 
front man for his partner, Big- 
gie. Partner Biggie also has a 
Christian name, Julius Garag- 
nani, although few people make 
use of it. Musial is not merely 
a name on loan for profit be- 


cause it doesn’t fit his style 
and it doesn’t fit Biggie’s, 
either. Musial has that _ long- 


established fondness for account- 
ing, and Biggie is a large man 
of no known vocal restraints. 
Sometimes, Biggie’s rumblings 
in the foreground and Musial’s 
quiet ways in the background 
cause confusion as to just which 
partner actually is the front man 
in the operation. They seem to 
work it out satisfactorily, how- 
ever, among themselves. 


When Musial moved to St. 
Louis in 1948 he was doing a 
revolutionary thing, by over- 
throwing the baseball player's 
traditional winter pleasure of go- 
ing home and being a loafer of 
substance, usually in a small 
town. Miusial’s birthplace, and 
home until 1948, was Donora, 
Pa., about 40 miles from Pitts- 
burgh. Donora once had a name 
of its own as a coal mining and 
steel town, now it is content to 
be an outcropping of Pittsburgh, 
and Musial’s birthplace. 


“T got tired of going back and 
forth from St. Louis to Donora 
and so did my wife, Lil,’’ Musial 
said, He paused to listen to a 
question, considered it, and de- 
cided it would not be unseemly 
of him to accept some credit as 
a pioneer of sorts. 


“Yes, I guess that’s right,” 
he said. “I was one of the 
first to settle in the town 
where I’d made a name as a 
baseball player. But now I 
get a lot of players coming to 
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me for advice about settin: 
up a business in the town 
where they play ball. Of 
course, a player always takes 
a chance on being traded— 
but I've been lucky that way.” 


There was a brief hesitation 
when he used the word, “‘traded.”’ 
There has been talk of trading 
Musial in his baseball old age 
but each time the Cardinal man- 
agement eventually issued a loud 
cry of “‘Never!” the talk died 
down, and Musial goes on. 


“I’ve had to give up some 
things,” Musial said, looking 
around the back room of his 
restaurant. “I'll tell you about 
ballplayers. We just don’t have 
as much time to devote to our 
own kids as we should. You were 
asking about my son, Dick. 


“He didn’t play baseball. | 
guess my success at it stopped 
him. He preferred to play his 
own game and he made a good 
name for himself in football and 
track at C.B.C. I didn’t miss a 
game but every time he was 
tackled, I felt it, hard. You know 
I used to pal around with Dick 
Sisler, and everywhere we'd go 
Dick would be introduced as 
George Sisler’s son, and people 
would say, ‘Why can't you hit 
like your father did?’ What's a 
guy going to say?” 


Musial shook his head, 
pathizing for the weak-hitting 
sons of famous batsmen. The 
other three Musial children are 
exempt from the problem; they 
are girls, Jerry, 16, and Janet, 
ll, are students at Villa Du- 
chesne. Jean is 21 months old, 
Dick is 20, a sophomore at Notre 
Dame.

“He wants to go into dentis- 
try,”’ Musial said. ‘‘He wants to 
come back here and go to school 
at St. Louis U. or Washington. I 
hope he does, I'd like to see him 
in a profession.”’ 


He sat without saying any- 
thing.

He looked like an 
average American father.doing

Daytime TV Aim 
Of Dick Van Dyke

NEW YORK, NOV. 26 

STRINGBEAN DICK VAN DYKE, who certainly isn’t 
green when it comes to performance, is one of the most un- 
assuming, untheatrical guys in show business. As they say 
in the trade, he doesn’t ‘‘come on,” which simply means that 
-he doesn’t put on airs. 
There are many who talk 
a big career, but the lanky 
comedian, currently star- 
ring in Broadway hit, 
‘Bye Bye Birdie,”’ puts 
his talent where his mouth 
is. ‘ 
Before ‘“‘Birdie,”” Dick 
was just another of TV’s 
bright young men in 
search of a suitable spot 
to show his wares. You 
might remember him as 
one of the steady line of 
rugged performers who 
took a whack at CBS-TV’s 
then staggering up-with- 
the-birds ‘“‘Morning Show” 
(in 1955), which was oppo- 
site the formidable ‘To- 
day” program. He didn’t 
fare too well, but neither 
did his prédecessor, Jack

Paar. 

“People either didn’t get up that early,” Van Dyke says, 
‘“‘or they were too groggy to appreciate my brand of humor. 
Anyway, how could they—I couldn’t see straight myself at 
that hour.” 

Dick had a seven-year contract with CBS, but after three 
years he figured he wasn’t going anywhere fast. ‘I kept 
asking them to give me a daytime spot, something like Garry 
Moore used to do, but they couldn’t see that. They said I was 
a night-time comedy talent. Well, I said, so give me a night- 
time comedy, and they turn around and tell me it's a bad 
time for comedy.”’ 

THAT’S WHEN HE ASKED out. He played it free-lance for 
a while. He got some good spots in TV specials, and subbed 
for Garry Moore when the crewcut went on summer vacation. 
He also hopped channels, helping out singer Andy Williams 
on his ABC-TV musical opus. But it has always been daytime 
TV that Dick constantly hopes for—‘‘The afternoon field is 
wide for an easy, relaxed whimsical performer.” 

“I’ve been getting a few offers for other one-shot specials,” 
he said. “A few series offers too. I don’t know, though. I 
think I’m going to wait and see egy I’m not playing 
hard to get, mind you. It’s just that I really, honestly don’t 
know what I want to do yet. I kind of play things by ear. I 
never plan ahead if I can help it. Not too much, anyway.” 

ONE THING Dick does know is that he’ll definitely be 
leaving “Bye Bye Birdie” in the spring. “You get nutty if 
you stay with a play too long.” Broadway is great, he said, 
but there’s no money in it. 

As anybody knows, TV and Hollywood is where the money 
is. The film capital has put in some pitches for Dick’s serv- 
ices. but he feels he isn’t suited to anything but light-hearted 
roles. “I know my limits,” he said candidly. “Anyway, they 
do a lot of talking out there, but so far nothing definite.”

Starting Solid Foods 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: My first baby is four months and 
weighs about 14 pounds. She seems to be a happy little girl 
and I want to keep her that way. 

My doctor told me to start her on solid foods at three 
months. He said to give 
her as much as she wants, 
but most of the time she 
doesn’t want anything but 
her bottle. Every feeding 
is a battle and I end up 
giving her the bottle be- 
fore she takes any solids. 

After she has had her 
formula, she isn’t in- 
terested in solids. I know 
she should have the solids 
first, but how do I| explain 
that to her? 

I realize that every baby 
is different, but could you 
vege-

give me some basic idea of how much strained fruit, 
tables, meat, egg yolk and cereal a baby this age should have 


regularly? I’m afraid of over-feeding or under-feeding her. 

My doctor isn’t much help. He keeps telling me to give 
her as much as she wants. Also he keeps telling me I am 
taking my job as a mother too seriously. Perhaps I am, but 
with a little concrete advice maybe | can relax somewhat. 

MRS. G. F. 

ALL RIGHT, New Mother, it’s concrete advice you shall 
have. The first rule of introducing solid foods to a baby is 
NOT to make a battle of it. Mealtime for anybody should be 
pleasant, and that’s especially true for babies who are just 
learning what the world is about. 


Second: Make the transition gradual. Mix the solid food 
(that is, the strained baby food) with a bit of milk to make it 
thinner, if necessary, so it’s a gradual change for baby from 
milk to slightly thicker “milk,” to straight baby food. 


Sometimes it helps to keep the bottle well out of 
sight until a spoonful or so of the baby food has been 
eaten. But don’t make an issue of it. Your goal isn’t 
to force your child to eat solid food at any given feed- 
ing; your goal is to help her make the easy and nat- 
ural transition to solid foods, 


AND THIRD, don’t sell Nature short! When your doctor 
says to let baby ‘‘eat what she wants,”’ that’s exactly what he 
means. Because babies, not having had their accurate little 
appetites distorted by a lot of adult foolishness, wil] tend to 
eat what they need—neither more nor less. 

Don’t, I adjure you, worry about over-feeding her, becaus- 
in this case she isn't eating any solid foods—so you say, 

And as to under-feeding, let’s not worry about that, either. 
If she is getting too little food, one of these days she’ll be 
hungry enough at feeding time to take aboard a helping of 
the solid (strained) baby food—and like it. 

Don’t insist on a ‘‘basic’” schedule of how much of this, 
that, and the other you ‘“‘should’’ feed her. Put first things 
first. First find an easy-going, calm way of getting her used 
to such foods. After that, Nature will guide things very well. 

I hate to say this, Mrs. G. F., but you ARE taking the 
job of mothering a little too seriously, Take it easy.

Back in the pioneer days 0! 
commercial aviation, about mid- 
way between the brothers Wright 
and the Boeing 707, some bright 
young airline executive directed 
his “‘steward-esses” to stop on 
their way to work and pick up a 
few loaves of bread, some sliced 
ham and a bag of apples. On 
that day, the first passeneer ate 
lunch ‘way up in the middle of 
the air. 

Today, we have people like 
Philip J. Parrott, commissary 
superintendent for Pan American 
World Airways, who makes jet 
flights across the oceans not to 
sample the haute cuisine of the 
continents but to check up on 
the quality of his own and com- 
peting airlines’ provender. 

It takes some checking. Since 
all international airlines now fly 
with comparable safety, comfort 
and speed, only in the exotic 
realm of first-class food service 
is there much room for compe- 
tition (at the moment economy 
class service is limited by regu- 
lations). 

Each line and nationality has 
its own gimmick: the Germans 
roll a beer barrel down the 
aisleg the Swiss offer a yard- 
Icng menu for the passenger to 
choose from the week before his 
flight; the Scandinavians, for 
their smorgasbord, stock as 
many varieties of fish as pas- 
sengers. 

Pan Am was working against 
a Yankee reputation for undistin- 
guished cuisine. To overcome 
it, the company decided to put 
to work the advantages of Yan- 
kee ingenuity when the fierce 
competition of the jet age blos- 
somed. It chose for its gim- 
mick a menu listing no less than 
seven gourmet entrees, all avail- 


able on board, ranging from 
roast prime ribs to pheasant in 
cream ahd brandy sauce. 

This problem is tackled daily 
by Parrott from a half-acre ho- 
tel-type kitchen at the airline's 
huge hangar at Idlewild Airport. 
For its Atlantic and Pacific divi- 
sions alone, more than $15,000,000 
is spent by the company each 
vear on more than 1,000,000 meals 
encompassine evervthing frm 
caviar to crepes suzette, and on 
more than 300,000 bottles of al- 
cohol from aquavit to zinfandel.

Gadgets 
Getting More 
Automatic 


DETROIT, Mich. (AP) — One 
day in the far distant future 
automobiles may become com- 
pletely automatic. 

You'll get in, sit back, arrive 
at your destination and get out. 
No sweat, no strain. 

Even after this becomes tech- 
nically possible some experts 
doubt that you will really be en- 
thusiastic about such transporta- 
tion. Dr. Andrew Kucher of Ford 
Motor Co., says he finds drivers 
extremely reluctant to give up 
control of their cars to som 
automatic force. : 

Meanwhile, however, much is 
being done to make the “extras” 
automatic—aids and accessories 
that car manufacturers think 
you'd like to have in your dream 
boat. 

“More and more,” said one 
Cadillac engineer recently, “‘we 
find it desirable to make things 
automatic—to make them so the 
owner doesn’t have to learn how 
to run them.”’ 

There are several reasons, this 
engineer continued. One is that 
some accessories are so compli- 
cated that manual transmission 
is not practical. Another is that 
if a thing works automatically 
it probably will work as the 
manufacturer intended, whereas 
if operation is left up to the 
driver he may do it incorrectly. 

One area, not yet completely 
automated but in which consid- 
erable work is being done, is 
heating and cooling of automo- 
biles. ‘Some day,” one engineer 
observes, ‘‘we’ll be able to offer 
thermostat heating and cooling, 
just as in your home. We’re close

Car Reported 


Stolen Every | 
Two Minutes | 


(ast year in the United States 
@ car was reported stolen every 
two minutes. Authorities figure 
the economic loss at $17 million 
and you pay for it in your insur- 
ance rates. Two experts say you 
can help.—Editor). 


DETROIT, Mich. (AP) — Tf 
your car is stolen the chances 
are about seven out of 10 that 
you helped the thief 

“There’s no such thing as a 
theft-proof car,” says Richard 
Wedekind of the Nationa! Auto- 
mobjle Theft Bureau, “‘but you 
can do a number of things to 
discourage @ thief.” 

“In fact,” adds William J. Da- 
vis, who is Wedekind’s &sss, 
“the car owner is the first line 
of defense against car thieves. 
For example, at least 70 ger 


cent of all cars stolen last year |° 
had been left either unlocked or | 


with the keys in the ignition, or 
both 


“This is carelessness, negli- | 


gence and I’m tempted to say 
stupidity.” 

Davis is secretary and man- 
ager of the Western division of 
the National Automobile Theft 
Bureau in Chicago. Wedekind is 
special agent in charge of the 
Detroit office. Their organiza- 
tion is the only nation-wide 
clearing house for_ information 
on stolen vehicles. 

In the master NATB files in 
Chicago is a record of almost 
every car stolen in the United 
States. And that’s a lot of cars. 
Last year, some 288,300 cars, 
valued at more than $240 mil- 
lion, were reported stolen in this 


country, or about one every two 


minutes. 


FBI records show well over 


two-thirds of all cars stolen in 
the United States are taken by 
school-age youngsters. Almost 
halt of those arrested in a given 
year were too young even to ap- 
ply for a driver's license. 
Wedekind and Davis cite the 
approaching population explo- 
sion in the juvenile age group 
as an indication of things to 
come. Some 13 million children 
now are between the ages of 14 
and 18, but there are 17 million 
between the ages of 10 and 13. 
There also is the professional 
car thief. Last year the NATB 


helped police officers break up | 
32 organized car theft rings. | 


More are under investigation 
constantly. 


Manufacturers have shown a | 
definite willingness to co-operate | 
in making their cars harder to 
steal, Wedekind says. He notes 
changes made in the ignition 
lock by Chevrolet several years 
ago and by Chrysler Corp. in its 


trunk-locking system. 


At one time it was possible 
for a Chevrolet owner to remove 
his ignition key and yet operate 
the switch by hand. And trunk 
lids on Chrysler products re- 
quired locking with a key in- 


stead of an automatic system. 


Davis offers these suggestions | 
if you are thinking of buying 


a used car. 


“Buy from a deealer you 
know and can trust. Then if by | 
chance you get a car that has | 
been stolen you are in a position 
to recover your losses. If you 
buy from an individual, make 


your own investigation. Find ou 


where he .lives, his reputation, 


the history of the var. 


“If you have doubts about the 
car you can ask your police de- 
partment to check with us. All 
they have to do is call us and 
we can make an immediate 
check against our stolen car 
files. This service is available 


to any law enforcement office 


without charge, but not to the 


general public.”

ONCE TEEMING NEIGHBORHOOD near downtown St. Louis has become 

the loneliest place in town. On a sunny day, the hidden corners of the 
Mill Creek Redevelopment area are like desolated, but friendly, ghost towns. 
Tall weeds grow around empty houses, doors hang loosely on their hinges 
and breezes sweep across wide-open spaces, carrying dust and debris down 
the quiet streets. At dusk, the mood changes as an eerie silence contrasts 
with the hum and glow of the surrounding city. - 

In a 15-block area bounded by Jefferson avenue, Clark avenue, Garrison 
avenue and the railroad tracks, only 10 houses are still occupied. These 
buildings are distinguished by their unbroken windows, small plots of grass 
and washings hung out to 

If it were not in the heart of the city, this part of Mill Creek would soon 
revert to a wilderness. Weeds hide many of the demolition scars and also 
provide cover for prowling cats, stray dogs, and other small animals. One 
pair of tan mongrels with a matching pup have made a discarded sofa 
their nest. They claim a vacant house as their own, defending its open doors 
and gaping windows against all intruders. 

St. Louis police, patroling Mill Creek streets, report very little trouble. 
One resident declared he felt safer on his deserted street than he did when it 
had been crowded. “Everyone knows,” he said, “that anyone foolish enough 
to live here hasn’t got a thing worth stealing.” This same man, however, 
keeps the hood of his car fastened down with a heavy chain and a padlock. 
Another resident said that she is unafraid because of her trust in providence—

few hundred persons who still live in 

Mill Creek are prepared to stay until the 
very end—now only a few months away. Their 
reluctance to move is largely economic. Fam- 
ilies used to sharing house rents of $25 a 
month are putting off the day that this cost 
will be sharply increased. e own their 
homes, but feel they cannot afford to buy else- 
where. A few owners are holding out for a 
higher price from Land Clearance Authority. 
As they await the wrecking crews, the 
Mill thiak dwellers are not unhappy with their 
ghostly neighborhoods. The only complaint 
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voiced by residents, other than their dread of 
the dark, is that some persons are illegally 
using Mill Creek as a dumping ground. e 
trucks make furtive trips into isolated streets 
to dump trash. One man rted that a sewer 
cl truck dumped its’ cargo near his 
home. Such offend stiff fines if caught. 

But all the bitter-enders in Mill Creek will 
soon be gone and their neighborhoods will be- 
come level fields awaiting the rise of a new 
section of St. Louis. Until that time, Mill Creek 
in transition presents a rare though sometimes

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Lateral bracing, rather than the conventional vertical 
and horizontal beam construction, is the basis of Ameri- 
can architect Louis Kahn’s model for a skyscraper.

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Superimposed on an aerial photograph of Manhattan 
is a drawing American architect Buckminster Fuller 
of a vast geodesic dome which would inclose a large 
part of the city.

A mile-high skyscraper, designed by the late 
Frank Lloyd Wright in 1956, is shaped like a 
rapier with its handle buried in the ap The 
proposed 528-story building would have a mas- 
sive steel spine from which floor slabs would be 
cantilevered. The structure would accommodate 
130,000 persons and provide parking for 15,000 
autos and 100 helicopters. Atomic-powered ele- 
vators, each a train of five cars one above the 
other, would serve five floors simultaneously.

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FAVORITE DISH 


Studenten-Schnitten, a Swiss Confection 


By MERNA LAZIER 


TUDENTEN-SCHNITTEN, a Swiss con- 
fection, was so named because of its 
use as a send-off gift for students return- 
ing to school. It is made by lining a bak- 
ing dish with vanilla cookie dough, add- 
ing a spicy cake filling enriched with nuts 
and raisins and frosting heavily with 
chocolate. Mrs. Marjorie Wilson of Wash- 
ington, D.C., prepared the dish while 
visiting her parents in Vinita Park. 

Mrs. Wilson first prepares the dish- 
lining pastry by creaming sugar and 
shortening, adding beaten egg and dry 
ingredients. Pastry is rolled between 
waxed paper to facilitate handling and is 


pressed into an eight-inch-square baking 
dish. Filling is made by creaming short- 
ening and brown sugar together and 
beating in egg. Sifted dry ingredients, 
including cocoa and spices, are added 
alternately with milk. After raisins and 
chopped nuts are folded in, the mixture 
is poured into the pastry-lined dish and 
baked in 350-degree oven for 25 to 30 
minutes. When cool, it is spread thickly 
with melted chocolate thinned to spread- 
ing consistency with a little water. Cake, 
when cold, is cut in one-inch slices— 
about 20 in all. These can be eaten with 
fork or fingers, kept fresh for long time. 


INGREDIENTS 


FOR FILLING: 

One-half cup shortening 

One cup brown sugar 

One egg, beaten 

One-half cup milk 

One and three-fourths cups flour 
Three teaspoons baking powder 
One-half teaspoon cinnamon 
One-fourth teaspoon nutmeg 


One-fourth teaspoon ground 
cloves 

Four tablespoons cocoa 

One-half cup chopped nuts

In addition to profit percentages against flat guar- 
antees, these stars frequently demand choice of script, 
director and supporting cast. In many cases they con- 
trol location sites, hours of. work, the right to censor 
‘publicity releases, photographs, advertisements, the 
right to ban visitors from their sets. 

In short, they have engineered a stranglehold on 
the motion-picture industry. Their agents are squeez- 
ing every last dollar out of it, which is exactly what 
the pirates who once controlled the industry did to 
these same players years ago. Now the worm has 
turned. 

The actors and agents are running Hollywood, not 
the studio executives. | 

Ironically enough, not one of the above listed stars 
can guarantee a box-office success alone. 

The only star whose name on a theater marquee 
can assure a profit is Jerry Lewis. 

This 34-year-old slapstick comedian is the contem- 
porary box-office king of the film business. Every Jerry 
Lewis picture makes a handsome profit. He is the 
only star who has never suffered a financial] flop. 

Jerry's audience consists primarily of children. No 
matter what sort of film he stars in, they come flocking. 
Their loyalty is steadfast. 


The Fair-haired Boy 


“He's the Pied Piper of the business,” claims di- 
rector Leo McCarey, “the heir to the mantle of Charlie 
Chaplin and Harold Lloyd. He can do no wrong.” 

“There are other stars of the top 20 who can draw 

an audience,” explains Nat Dyches, 20th Century- 
Fox executive, “but generally they've got to be sur- 
rounded by other stars and have a good story. Even 
then, it’s touch and go. : 
. “The only guy whose pictures never disappoint fi- 
nancially is Jerry Lewis. After him come Elvis 
Presley and Pat Boone. But they haven't been around 
as long as Lewis. And at this point it’s difficult to tell 
whether they can mairitain their following. But with 
Jerry, there just isn’t any doubt. He’s No. 1.”

office appeal, says: “I get paid for doing what children 
are punished for. I drop trays of dishes. I trip over 
furniture.

_ “My audience is 70 per cent juvenile, and a lot of 
people say that kids don’t have a hostility quotient. 
But that’s not true. They're filled with all sorts of 
frustrations. They want to see some nut do all the 
things their parents won't let them do. On the screen, 
I'm that nut.” 

Jerry is mindful that he is neither a critic's nor a 
sophisticate’s comedian. “They pan my pictures,” he 
admits, “which is their right, but what they don’t un- 
derstand is that I aim my comedies at the family audi- 
ence. I think people love to laugh. The world is faced 
with so many problems today. Why must movies major 
in sex, violence and shock? Producers say such movies 
make money. Well, so do mine. I spend between 
$1 million and $1'% million on a picture. And none 
of them has ever grossed less than $5 million.” 


Anything for a Laugh 


Ten years ago Jerry Lewis would not have talked 
in this manner. Back then he was a brash, irrepressible 
youngster of 24, outgoing, zany, wild, one half of the 
famous Martin and Lewis comedy team, a kid who 
would do anything for a laugh. Anything. 

I remember one time he was walking along Wilshire 
Boulevard with his wife, Patti, a quiet, self-sufficient, 
small-town girl from near Sheridan, Wyo. Suddenly 
he whirled on her. “You get away from me,” he shouted. 
“How dare. you accost me right here on the street?” 

Patti grew embarrassed. “Please, Jerry,” she 
mumbled. “Not here.” 

Jerry's voice grew more strident. “Officer,” he 
screamed as a crowd began to gather. “Officer! Isn't 
there a cop around here who'll arrest this girl?” Then, 
turning to Patti, he said, “Okay, kid. I'll give you a 
break. Go ahead. Beat it. Only next time be careful 
who you solicit on the street. I’m a clean-living 
American.” 

On other occasions he would pick up the phone at 
Paramount studios and ask for Cecil B. DeMille, then 
regarded with Olympian awe as Chief White Father 
and Paramount's biggest money-minter. “C.B.,” he 
would scream. “I've just seen your last picture.” 

“Who is this?” DeMille would demand.

24 pictures; none of them has been o box-office flop. 


“Never mind who,” Jerry would answer. “Just get 
on your broom and fly off this lot. You're fired.” 

One evening on a flight from Phoenix to Los 
Angeles, Lewis got on the speaker system and an- 
nounced to the stunned passengers: “This aircraft is 
being taken over by Hyman Khyam, chief of Soviet 
spies. From now on all of you will be served vodka . . . 
Our next stop is Moscow.” 

Today Jerry Lewis is big business, and the spon- 
taneous comedy that onee characterized his be- 
havior pattern has given way to serious maturity. 

In 1959 Lewis signed a new contract with Para- 
mount. It calls for him to make 14 pictures in seven 
years. Paramount provides financing of $2 million 
a film. Lewis receives 100 per cent of the profits, 
and after seven years the films belong to him. Para- 
mount makes its money by charging approximately 
25 per cent to distribute the films to theaters. 

The Lewis deal also calls for Paramount to finance 
two television pilots for him each year. If any of these 
is sold, the profits are split. 

Regarding his own appearances on TV, Jerry says 
he’s “had it.” NBC and Lewis recently canceled the 
deal that called. for him to produce and star in four 
spectaculars a year, each at $200,000. 

“I know it sounds incredible,” one of Jerry's asso- 
ciates told me, “but the monster [a favorite descrip- 
tion of the boss by several members of his staff] 
actually lost money on that TV deal. Years ago you 
could turn out a pretty good 90-minute TV package 
fer $200,000. Today that’s peanuts.” 


A One-man Show 


Lewis not only writes, directs and produces his own 

motion pictures, but he also appears twice a year at 
the Sands Hotel in Las Vegas and once a year for a 
three-week stint at the Chez Paree, Chicago. In addi- 
tion, he makes recordings and plays the supermarket 
circuit. This is a new merchandising-entertainment 
in which customers who buy $25 worth of groceries 
receive a free ticket to Jerry's show. The supermarket 
rents a theater or auditorium and stages the show 
with Lewis as top star. Jerry is paid by the supermarket 
chain. . 
_ Like most top-flight movie stars, Lewis is president 
of his own corporation, Jerry Lewis Productions, 
which earns a minimum of $5 million a year. At the 
moment, Jerry has 29 people on his payroll. 
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“Under the circumstances,” points out wife Patti, 
“Jerry's not as carefree and funny as he used to be. 
Every day he takes on more and more responsibilities. 
He’s running a whole corporation day and night. He's 
got me and our five sons to look after. We're just about 
to adopt another child, a girl this time. And that's a 
further responsibility. There’s something about Jerry 
that just keeps driving him. 

“A funny thing,” Patti goes on, “we've been mar- 
ried for 16 years, and we had it real tough in the be- 
ginning. I mean, not much money, no jobs, the whole 
poverty bit. 

“When we came out to California, we looked for- 
ward to the day when Jerry and Dean would hit it big, 
and we could take things easy. Jerry and Dean hit it 
big as a team, and they've hit it big as singles. 

“But now I see Jerry less than ever. He's on a tread- 
mill, always working, working, working. I guess that’s 
the price you pay for success. You have so little time 
to share it with your family.” 

A few years ago Jerry paid $400,000 in cash to the 
widow of the late Louis B. Mayer for the Mayer man- 
sion in swank Bel-Air. He equipped the estate with 
$100,000 worth of camera and recording equipment, 
hired a butler, secretary, gardeners, two nurses for 
the children, a cook, the whole works. 

When I asked him why he needed all the material 
trappings of success, he said, “Look, as a kid, I was 
poor. I was lonely. When I lived in Irvington, N.J.,and 
my name was Joseph Levitch, I used to fall asleep 
under a sewing machine and dream of becoming a 
movie star. My parents were vaudevillians, and they 
had to leave me alone, and lots of times I was so scared 
I used to sleep with a gun under my pillow. Now I'm 
a movie star, and I want to live like one.” 


The Three Lewises 


There are three images of Jerry Lewis: public, 
studio and private. 

To the public he is a madcap, farcical, impulsive, 
schnook-clown, always ready to make a fool of him- 
self or commit any humorous absurdity. One of his 
14-year-old movie fans told me: “Jerry Lewis is just a 
nice, big kid who makes us laugh. He’s also generous. 
Kids love him, because he’s really one of us.” 

At Paramount, Lewis is recognized as a bright 
comic genius who has the common touch, who learns 
techniques quickly, who loves his work with mount- 
ing ardor. “As long as his films make money,” one 
lawyer told me, “Jerry will be regarded as the fair- 
haired boy around here, because in this business 
you re judged by one standard: profit. 

“If his films ever start to lose money, then they'll 
tear Jerry's character apart. They'll tell you that he's 
an insecure egomaniac with no education, no breed- 
ing, no background, that he’s loud, vulgar, assertive, 
brazen, impulsive, that he tried to buy love, that he’s 
got hundreds of acquaintances but few friends. 

“The truth about Jerry is that he has no taste ex- 
cept in matters of comedy. But by nature he’s warm, 
kind and sensitive. There's nothing small or petty 
about this kid. It’s just that he’s insecure and over- 
compensates for it. But there is no doubt that he’s the 
greatest comedy talent since Charlie Chaplin.” 

At home, inundated by collections of sports and 
show-business trophies, Jerry is regarded by his fam- 
ily with awe, love, wonder and gratitude, as an omnip- 
otent, highly emotional dynamo who knows some- 
thing about everything. 

“When I first married him,” his wife says, “I 
thought I was marrying a young clown. Well, the 
young clown has turned out to be quite a brain.” @

Embezzlement has become a national scandal 


by NORMAN JASPAN 


EVER IN OUR HisToRY has the crime of embezzle- 
ment—stealing things entrusted to our care— 
reached such a frightening level. 

For the first time annual thefts of cash and mer- 
chandise by white collar workers have passed the 
billion-dollar mark. And they are continuing to mount 
steadily, alarming law enforcement authorities and 
business, industry and religious leaders. 

Now it is important to put all this into correct 
focus: I do not imply for a moment that the U.S. is 
going rapidly to pot. I believe our current dishonesty 
spree, though extensive, is largely correctable. And I 
certainly believe the vast majority of Americans are 
people of decency and principle despite a moral laxity 
that appears to have pervaded segments of our national 
life. 

We must face the fact, however, that embezzlement 
is now close to epidemic levels, infecting increasing 
numbers of hitherto lawabiding men and women. 
Don’t make the mistake of assuming it cannot touch 
you—anyone can be tempted. One of the most glaring 
and tragic examples of how this virus can sicken many 


n~ 


in a fine community is told on the opposite page by 
reporters Lester and Irene David. 

From the heads of many of the nation’s latgest com- 
panies I learn these shocking facts: that employees 
are stealing $4 million in cash and goods every work- 
ing day in the year; that last year 200 firms were 
forced out of business due to fraud and theft alone, 
and this year the numbér will probably rise to 250; 
that the blight of dishonesty is costing every consumer 
as much as 15 per cent of every purchase. 


Anything Goes 


These incredible figures make the professional 
criminal seem like an amateur. The F.B.I. reports that 
the country’s armed robbers, burglars and auto thieves 
stole about $500 million last year—only half the total 
racked up by the embezzlers! 

Why has this white collar crime increased nearly 
three-fold since the end of World War II? The causes 
are deep and tangled, but we can find part of the an- 
swer in this ethical laxity. The recent TV quiz and 
payola scandals were illustrations of this. So are the 
cases of fraud in high places, influence peddling, kick- 
backs and short-weight selling that we read about. 


THE WHOLE 


Embezzlement thrives in such a climate. The aver- 
age worker, exposed to these stories of free and easy 


' flouting of the law, finds it increasingly harder to stick 


to his principles. Most, of course, do not succumb to 
the lure—but, unfortunately, many do. They ask them- 
selves: “Why shouldn't I get my share of easy money?” 

Embezzlement can be significantly reduced by a 
two-pronged attack. 

First, business itself should take along, hard look 
at itself. Its greatest failure is not recognizing the ex- 
tent of the problem. Periodic checks should be made, 
not only for protection but to let all employees know 
that management is alert and cares. Lax supervision 
is all too often taken as a license to steal. Management 
must realize that 99 per cent of its employees were 
honest when they started to work. 

Second, and far more important, we must realize 
that the solution is essentially a moral one and that it 
lies within each of us. Whatever loosening there may 


_ be of our national moral fiber, it can be made taut 


once again by rededicating ourselves to a few simple, 
old-fashioned rules of honesty and fair play. 

The unshakeable conviction that personal integrity 
is a priceless thing will see us through this crisis.

Tr" WAS STRANGE and chilling, this thing that could hap- 
pen to a decent American town and its decent people. 

By the time this epidemic of stealing had run its course, 
it had infected 76 persons, shocked the entire region and 
its officials and left scars on its victims that may never heal. 

There were 41 who stole nearly $1 million worth of 
merchandise and 35 others who helped. Were these 76 
people from the ragged edges of society, the so-called crimi- 
nal element? Judge for yourself: 

Three were school principals. Nine were school teachers. 
Thirty-two were college graduates, of whom nearly a dozen 
were students working for advanced degrees. A number 
were junior executives, many were wives of doctors, lawyers 
and businessmen. 

It happened in Centerville, a pleasant suburban town in 
a northeastern state, Centerville is not its real name, and the 
identities of the persons involved have also been altered to 
protect their families. 

Walk through the town and you will find it no different 
from hundreds of other suburbs on the rim of large metro- 
politan centers throughout America. A mile away sprawls 
the same kind of mammoth suburban shopping center now 
being built all over the nation. It has acres of parking field, 
a mall, playground and smart shops. At one end, dominating 
the center like a huge mother hen, is a department store, 
a branch of a big city establishment. 

It was here, in this store, that it all began. 

When the store was completed a little more than two and 
a half years ago, the management decided to try a novel 
venture—recruit part-time sales clerks from among the 
“nice people” living directly in the area. The management 
reasoned that the extra money would come in handy, and 
that wives especially would be grateful for work that filled 
their spare hours and evenings. 


Off and Running 


The store enjoyed immediate success. Trade was brisk 
and executives were delighted with their high-quality clerks. 
The teachers, they noted, explained their wares simply and 
effectively, the principals lent dignity to their departments, 
all the wives were charming. 

But something was wrong. Puzzling inventory shortages 
kept turning up. When they seemed to get worse and when 
the books failed to show the profits that sales totals indi- 
cated, Investigations, Inc., the fact-finding division of Nor- 
man Jaspan Associates, was called in to make a management 
study. It checked carefully—then stunned store officials by 
revealing that in their first 24 months of operation, the 
equivalent of about $1 million worth of merchandise had 
vanished. 

A full-scale study was launched, utilizing the newest 
techniques of business investigation. Little by little the 
bizarre story was uncovered. 

It was mass-scale embezzlement committed by 41 of the 
“best people” hired by the store, in collusion with 35 
neighbors, friends and members of their families! Slowly, 
management consultants pieced together the picture. 

It began in the photo supply department where Albert R. 
Browne, 40, a grade-school teacher, was waiting on a friend 
admiring a $149 camera. “I'd love it,” the friend sighed, 
“but it's too expensive for me.” Browne then voiced an idea 
that had been playing in his‘mind. 

“Here ‘are two cameras,” he said, “one costing $49, the 
other $149. I'll just put the cheaper price tag on the expen- 


sive one. Now, pay me $49 and take it. Who will know?” , 


TOWN WENT CROOKED 


The friend took the camera, and the store was out $100. 
Both believed this was a brilliant plan. Neither realized it 
was an old dodge, easily traced by an alert management. 

Somehow, word leaked out that there were interesting 
possibilities in these new department store jobs. A group 
buzzed about the incident in the coffee shop during a break 
and began exploring new angles for getting something for 
nothing. A middle-aged traffic-manager working part-time 
in the furniture department thought this one up: 

He told a cousin to come down one evening, saying that 
a damaged table was for sale at a large discount. When the 
cousin arrived, the clerk looked around furtively, then broke 
the table leg with a sharp kick. It wasn’t damaged before, 
but it was now! He sent the table to a friend in furniture 
repair, who had it fixed on company time—at no cost. 

Now stories began leaping all around the establishment. 
Soon buttons were being torn from expensive sweaters, 
costly drapery material “dropped” to soil it, upholstery torn 
—and all this merchandise sold at big discounts as “dam- 
aged.” Deals were made by employees in different depart- 
ments: “You rig sales slips for me and I'll rig them for you.” 

The virus was taking hold fast. There was suppressed 
excitement in the neat homes of Centerville as the “nice 
people” spread the word about the easy pickings. 


Crime and Punishment 


An astonishing change had come over many of the 41. 
The prospect of getting large quantities of expensive mer- 
chandise free or at a fraction of retail cost exhilarated them 
in a strangely unnatural way. 

“It was scary, now that I look back,” a dentist's wife said. 
“We all got caught up in something. I hardly recognized 
my friends. When they talked of how much they were get- 
ting, they got a look on their faces I never saw before. I have 
no doubt I leoked the same way to them.” 

Why? Why did these people who didn’t need to steal, 
who didn’t have the criminal’s anti-social attitudes, become 
brazen embezzlers almost overnight? Time and again the 
answer was given in their signed confessions. The reply of 
Mrs. Audrey Wright, 26-year-old mother, was typical: 

“I thought I'd be a fool if I didn't take advantage of a 
good thing. It seemed to be so easy, I just kept on.” 

Brought to their senses by sudden exposure, each of the 
culprits voiced a deep sense of shame. But the damage had 
been done. Punishment and disgrace followed. 

Each was exposed before his fellow-workers and experi- 
enced the humiliation of having friends, neighbors and 
other residents of the town know what he had done. Some, 
unable to bear this shame, especially since it was heaped on 
their children as well, pulled up stakes and hurriedly moved 
away. Some men lost their regular jobs when news got to 
their bosses, while others are living in daily dread that their 
employers will hear about them, too. 

A number of marriages were severely shaken when hus- 
bands, kept in the dark, finally learned what their wives had 
done. Two couples separated while a third has started di- 
vorce proceedings. Of course, all merchandise was returned 
wherever possible, and women who try to get other part-time 
jobs will always have “embezzler” on their records. 

And finally, the prospéct of criminal prosecution and a 
jail sentence hangs over them all. 

For the country, this lesson has been brought home in a 
searing fashion: The tragedy of white collar crime lies not 
only in the dollars and cents lost, but in the corruption of 
our most respected citizens. Anyone, anywhere can be 
tempted, but the ultimate payoff is not in cash and merchan- 
dise, but disgrace and heartbreak for an entire family. es

HEPATITIS STRIKES AGAIN 


Tits 1s a HEPATITIS YEAR. Outbreaks, which 
occur in cycles, have hit throughout the U.S., 
with highest case totals in New York, Cali- 
fornia, Ohio and the Mountain States. What 
should you know about this mysterious disease? 
Caseloads are expected to increase from now 
until next March to an estimated total of 
50,000. For the latest word about hepatitis, 
PARADE interviewed Dr. james W. Mosley, 
Chief, Hepatitis Unit, Communicable Disease 


This mysterious disease comes in six-year cycles 


Here are hepatitis case totals in : 
the U.S. since 1952—along with 
this year’s projected total (right). 


Center, Children’s Medical Center, Boston. 


Q. What is infectious hepatitis? 

A. A disease caused by viruses comparable to measles, 
mumps and chicken pox. It is more common in chil- 
dren, but usually more severe in adults. We know it 
is virus-caused, but the responsible viruses have never 
been isolated. 


Q. What are the symptoms in children? 

A. Nausea, weakness, vomiting, chills and fever are 
very common. Temperature usually ranges between 
100 and 102 at the beginning, but may go to 105. 
Occasionally, there is jaundice and the urine may 
turn brownish in color temporarily. 


Q. At what age does the disease strike? 

A. About 65 per cent of cases in children occur be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 14. The adult age-group most 
commonly affected is the 25-40 group. 


Q. How long do symptoms last? 

A. Usually the child feels poorly for a week. The fol- 
lowing week he begins to perk up. He can return to 
school, as a rule, after the second week. 


Q. What treatment is best? 

A. There is very little treatment for hepatitis. Bed 
rest and a well-balanced diet are the only effective 
known treatment. 


Q. Are children ever hospitalized with hepatitis? 
A. Rarely. If there is persistent vomiting, the child 
may have to go to the hospital. 


Q. Is it fatal to youngsters? 
A. Hardly ever. 


Q. How is hepatitis spread? 

A. We're not 100 per cent sure of the answer. Per- 
haps the most common means of spreading results 
from improper hand-washing following bowel move- 
.ment. Hepatitis can also be spread through water and 
food. It does not seem to spread by coughing and 
sneezing, or by insects. 


Q. When there is a case of hepatitis in a house- 
hold, can the rest of the family get protective 
shots? 

A. Injections of gamma globulin, a component of 
blood, are recommended. If these are given early 
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enough, within a few days of the disease’s appearance, 
the overwhelming majority of family members will 
not come down with hepatitis. 


Q. Do antibiotics have any value in hepatitis 
cases? 
A. None, as a rule. 


Q. How does the disease manifest itself in grown- 
ups? 

A. The acute symptoms, essentially the same as 
those in children, usually last four weeks, although 
they can go on for as long as two or three months. Most 
adults are away from their jobs at least six weeks with 
this illness and many are hospitalized. ° 


D. Do many adults die? 
A. No. Only about one or two per 1,000 cases. 


Q. What happens to the adult patient? 

A. There may be a month or so in the hospital, where 
the only treatment is bed rest and proper diet. Vita- 
mins are sometimes given in an attempt to “build up” 
the patient. Often, he feels irritable and depressed, 
even after leaving the hospital. These symptoms may 
last six months or longer. 


Q. Can the acute symptoms—weakness, vomit- 
ing, fatigue—return? 

A. Yes. Adults have to be very careful after leaving 
the hospital not to overdo. They must get plenty of 
rest and sleep and live temperately. 


Q. Is it true that hepatitis victims cannot drink 
alcoholic beverages for months? 

A. Yes. Alcohol may damage the liver and precipitate 
a return of symptoms. Furthermore, the hepatitis pa- 
tient’s tolerance for alcohol changes, and one drink 
often will make him intoxicated. 


Q. Is there a pattern of onset of symptoms in 
grownups? 

A. Yes, usually the symptoms come on very quickly — 
in a matter of hours. You feel awful for three or four 
days—sick to the stomach and weak, then somewhat 
better for two or three days. After that, jaundice is 
likely to appear. The severe symptoms return, remain- 
ing for a week or two. They taper off slowly, then re- 
turn again during the next week or so. 
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Q. Is it true that both children and adu!ts can get 
hepatitis without knowing it? 

A. Yes, the disease does occur in a very mild form. 
You may be nauseated for a half-day’or so, vomit and ~ 
have a headache. Then the symptoms disappear. You 
have had a “subclinical” form of the disease, which 
requires no treatment. 


Q. Once you have hepatitis are you likely to get 
it again? 

A. No. One bout usually gives lifetime immunity. 
But exceptions do occur. 


Q. Why is there such a cloud of mystery around 
the disease? 

A. First, every major virus laboratory in the U.S. has 
tried to grow the hepatitis virus—so a vaccine might 
be made—for the past 20 years. All have failed thus 
far. Second, there is no specific diagnostic test for the 
disease. 


Q. Then we really don’t know how many cases 
occur in the U.S., do we? © 

A. Not accurately. Hepatitis has been- a reportable 
disease (reportable to the U.S. Public Health Service) 
only since 1952. Current caseload estimates probably 
are far lower than the actual total. 


Q. Are there cycles of big hepatitis outbreaks? 
A. They appear to run in six-year waves—for reasons 
not known. The last major hepatitis year was 1954. 
So in 1960 and 1961, we will see high hepatitis case 
totals. 


Q. Is much research being done in the field of 
hepatitis? 

A. Some, but hardly enough. Several laboratories are 
trying to isolate and grow the virus under controlled 
conditions —the kind of conditions we have for grow- 
ing polio viruses and for making polio vaccine. 


Q. Are there any other types of hepatitis besides 
the infectious type? 

A. Yes. There are several. One you are likely to have 
heard of is serum hepatitis, also a virus-disease that 
has been a problem in large, confined populations. 
During World War II, there were many cases of this 
disease among servicemen. It is far less common than 
infectious hepatitis. —ROBERT P. GOLDMAN 
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Q. How old is Gene Tunney? How long has he been mar- 
ried to the same wife? How many children do they have? 
—Frank Foster, Waterbury, Conn. 

A. Former heavyweight champion Gene Tunney is 63, has 
been married 32 years, has fathered four children. 


Q. What's happened to Camble Benedict, the young 
society heiress, who ran off with her Rumanian lover, 
André Porumbeanu? —Sarah Stoddard, Miami, Fla. 

A. Porumbeanu admitted in court papers a few weeks ago that 
he is without funds to support his wife Gamble. She asked the 
court for a $1,500-a-month allowance from the estate of her 
mother. The court has awarded her $200 a week, plus fringe 
benefits of more than $10,000. 


Q. Is painter Pablo Picasso one of the richest men in 
France? —John Gruskin, Chicago, Ill. 

A. Picasso at 79 is a millionaire. In addition to his own paint- 
ings, which are worth a large fortune, he owns valuable real 
estate, recently bought another mansion for himself near 
Cannes—a.24-room structure plus four farms, which he calls 
Le Mas Notre Dame de Vie. 


Q. How old is Marilyn Monroe, and how much schooling 
has she had? —Lorraine Winters, Buffalo, N.Y. 
A. Marilyn is 34, attended high school for one year. 


Q. Can you tell me why Jack Benny never stars in motion 
pictures? —Frank Vershinson, Milwaukee, Wis.

Anne Bancroft,

NEW YORK, Nov. 26. 
NNE BANCROFT looks like the typical 
product of Actors Studio. She is of 
vivid coloring, dark-haired, dark-eyed, 
olive-skinned, and she wears no make-up 
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Actress 


except the palest orange lipstick. She 
dresses for a calculated effect of starkness 
—a sleeveless wool dress, black silk stock- 
ings, black suede pumps, a bulky, short 
coat. She talks with a disarming honesty 
that is most impressive. 

Her brief, startlingly successful career 
on Broadway is equally impressive. She 
made her Broadway debut in 1958 in “Two 
For the See-Saw,” starring Henry Fonda, 
and for this she won the Tony Award for 


the best “featured” performance of the 
season. 

She is currently starring in her second 
Broadway show, “The Miracle Worker,” in 
which she plays the part of Helen Keller. 
This has won her the Tony Award for the 
best “starring” performance of 1960. 

Miss Bancroft, who is a frequent guest 
on the Jack Paar Show, will make an ap- 
pearance on the Perry Como show on 
Wednesday (KSD-TV, 8 p.m.) She will not 
act. She will sing. 


BORN ANNA MARIA ITALIANO, she 
grew up in the Bronx, and as a child she 
had every intention of becoming a singer. 

"| didn't want to be an opera singer,” 
she said, “I had no gigantic ambitions. | 
wanted to be a pop singer. When | was a 
kid all | needed was a crowd of two people 
and I'd be on my feet, snapping my fi 
gers, going into my song. | understand 
now. It was my way of saying ‘Look at me 
everybody, look at me. | went to the 
American Academy of Dramatic Arts be- 
cause | thought I'd be a better singer if | 
learned how to talk and walk." 

One of the teachers at the drama school, 
the wife of Worthington Minor who was 
then producing “Studio One," saw Miss 
Bancroft act in a school play and sug- 
gested she audition for a part on one of 
the television shows. 

"| didn't care much one way or the 
other,” said Miss Bancroft, shrugging her 
shoulders, “but the lady said ‘Go down and 
try’ so | went. | got the part.” 


FROM THAT PART, she got a number of 
television offers and she spent the next 
year and a half on most of the dramatic 
shows on television. This, of course, was 
when there were many fine a al dramatic 
shows on television in New 

"Then | made a big mistake,” she said. 
“| went out to Hollywood and stayed six 
years. A lot of lousy B pictures. | didn't 
like Hollywood, but then | didn't like 
myself very much while | was out there, so 
maybe that’s why. | got married while | 
was there. It wasn't good. I'm divorced, 
but you know | even learned something 
from that. Miserable as my marriage was, 
it's better to be married than to be alone.” 

As to whether she would marry again, 
she sa says: 

“Are you kidding? You bet your life | 
would. I'm looking.” 


BUT ON THE other hand, Anne Bancroft 
is very obviously an actress utterly and 
completely absorbed in her work and in 
herself. She seems to have no other in- 
terests. It is difficult to imagine how she 
would have either the time or the energy 
to become deeply involved with another 
person, at least right now. 


However, she is trying to learn not to 
demand so much of herself. 

"| have learned that it isn't always pos- 
sible to give the greatest performance 
every night of the show,” she said. “Some 
nights you are equal to it and some nights 
you are not. | used to get furious with 
myself if | didn't do as well as | thought 
| should. | try to accept my limitations 
and not beat myself to death.” 


Anne Bancroft, in her late 20's, is a 
highly emotional, volatile, supercharged 
woman, who is learning many things, among 
them how to harness her talents and dis- 
cipline her energy so that it works for her 
and not the reverse. Her professional goal 
is simply to keep improving as an actress. 

She will leave the cast of “The Miracle 
Worker” in January to take some time off 
oe starring in the movie version tof the 
show. 


MISS BANCROFT lives in an apartment 
in Greenwich Village; her relaxation is 
studying at the Actors Studio and acting 
in plays there, even while starring every 
night in a Broadway play, with matinees 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays. 


She still wants to be a singer and ho 
one day to do a musical play. She fre- 
quently practices in her apartment and 
fears for the neighbors above and below. 


“Maybe that's why | want to buy a town 
house,” she said. "No, that isn't the rea- 
son. | just want to own a house and pretty 
soon I'll have enough money to do this 
without any strain. 

"I'm grubby about money. I'd rather 
live in a one-room hole-in-the-wall than 
spend more money than | feel | can afford. 
| guess money represents security to me, 
| think when | feel more secure inside my- 
self, | won't be so anxious about money.”

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Dying Right 
An Art, Says 
Larry Dobkin

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 26 (UPI). 
OU CAN'T GET much deader than 


actor Larry Dobkin and still live to 
tell about it. 


He's been shot, poisoned, hanged, 
strangled, stabbed and dragged to death 
more than 400 times playing bad men on 
television. 


Not only that, but he's been knocked off 
by some of the most famous names in TV 
— James Arness, Richard Boone, Steve 
McQueen, Dick Powell, Richard Denning, 
John Russell, Chuck Connors, and even 
Peter Lawford. Darren McGavin has killed 


him five times. 


“| always try to be refreshing and dif- 
ferent when |! die," Dobkin said. “It's a 
challenge.” ) 


Larry's name is not too familiar to tele- 
vision fans, but his sneering features are 
about as well known as most Western and 
mystery heroes. And, unlike most heroes, 
he hes the art of dying down pat. . 

‘The trick is to die before you hit the 
ground,” he explained. 


“YOU HAVE ABOUT two and a half 
feet of film for your death scene. If you 
wait until you're on the ground the cameras 
have cut away from you to the hero who 
is blowing the smoke out of the barrel 
of his six-gun.” 

Dobkin is the most killed heavy on tele- 
vision because he is one of the most ver- 
satile. With a head as bald as Yul Bryn- 
ner's, he can scowl it up au naturel, or 
with a variety of wigs. Thus, he does not 
always look like the same pigeon. 

“Always | try to die with variety. Among 
the more successful expressions while dying 
ate surprise frustration, discomfort and

suffering. | have to be careful with suffer- 
ing because of the censors. 

“The least attractive way to die is with 
a dead pan. The audience feels cheated 
that way. 

“If the viewer has a chance really to 
hate you, your death must be a pleasant 
thing in their eyes. By pleasant, | mean you 
must make them glad you're dying.” 


In his remarkable and remunerative ca- 
reer as a heavy, Dobkin has played Dutch 
Schultz, Western bandits, scientists of vary- 
ing degrees of madness, bank robbers, in- 
ternational spies, and other accepted types 
of rats. 

"| play a lot of foreign heavies because 
| can speak about 25 dialects," he said. 

“The most popular is ‘general European’ 
so nobody will be offended. But I've played 
Mexicans, Italians, Frenchmen, Germans, 
Russians, Indians (American and Asiatic) 
and Jewish types. 

"This bald head has kept me from being 
type-cast,” said Dobkin, who couldn't be 
more type-cast as a villain if he tried. 
"What | mean is that | don't play the same 
kind of heavy every time | land a role.”
